The  Reverend  J.  C.  Flora,  the  author  of  this  book,  is  a  native  of 
Franklin  County,  Virginia,  and  is  a  great,  great,  great  grandson  of  Jacob 
Flora,  a  pioneer  of  Franklin  County.  He  and  his  wife  now  live  on  a  farm 
near  Dayton,  Ohio.  Mrs.  Flora  was  Elizabeth  Garver,  daughter  of  Elder 
and  Mrs.  D.  M.  Garver,  of  Trotwood,  Ohio.  They  have  one  daughter, 
Mary,  who  is  married  to  Ivan  Eikenberry.  The  latter  are  missionaries 
at  Garkida,  Africa,  and  have  three  children. 

The  author  spent  eight  years  in  collecting  the  material  for  the  book 
and  wrote  about  five  hundred  letters.  He  obtained  his  secondary  educa¬ 
tion  at  Daleville  College  in  Virginia,  and  was  graduated  with  the  A.B. 
degree  in  1908  from  Juniata  College  in  Pennsylvania.  He  spent  eleven 
years  in  the  teaching  profession  with  three  in  the  elementary  school,  three 
in  Daleville  College,  and  five  in  Blue  Ridge  College,  Maryland.  Following 
his  teaching,  eleven  years  were  spent  in  pastoral  work  distributed  among 
Churches  of  the  Brethren  in  Hagerstown,  Md.,  Johnstown,  Pa.,  and  West 
Charleston  and  Pleasant  Hill,  Ohio.  He  is  now  Elder  of  the  West  Charles¬ 
ton  Church.

INTRODUCTION 

Those  who  love  history  and  biography  very  naturally  take  a  delight 
in  delving  into  and  unfolding  a  family  history.  We  delight  in  discover¬ 
ing  the  ancient  landmarks  which  our  fathers  have  set.  We  appreciate 
fully  that  it  is  better  to  be  recorded  in  the  annals  of  God  rather  than  the 
records  of  men.  When  we  review  the  struggles  and  achievements  of  the 
past  generations,  in  the  light  of  our  endeavor,  the  past  is  neither  dusty  nor 
dead.  Through  sympathetic  eyes  we  read  their  history  to  find  its  figures 
live,  and  we  therefore  have  a  deep  interest  in  their  way  of  life. 

It  has  been  a  great  delight  to  trace  our  branch  of  the  Flora-Flory 
family  since  they  first  landed  in  Philadelphia  in  1733.  They  soon  located 
in  Lancaster  County,  Pa.,  and  then,  true  to  the  pioneer  spirit  of  their  day, 
they  began  to  migrate  south  and  west  until  at  the  present  time  they  reside 
in  almost  every  part  of  this  great  country  of  ours. 

It  was  my  first  impulse  to  gather  data  of  the  Joseph  Flora,  Sr.,  famhy 
only,  but  I  had  not  gone  far  in  my  investigations,  until  I  discovered  thit 
other  Floras  resided  here  that  did  not  descend  from  Joseph  Flora,  so  I 
expanded  my  efforts  to  include  all  the  Floras  of  Franklin  County,  Va.  I 
regret  that  some  families  are  not  more  complete  than  they  are.  I  have 
written  450  or  500  letters  and  cards  attempting  to  get  as  complete  infor¬ 
mation  as  possible.  To  many  of  these  I  have  had  no  reply,  some  replies 
were  very  brief,  while  others  gave  very  satisfactory  information. 

In  my  efforts  in  collecting  data,  I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation, 
in  this  indirect  way,  to  Mr.  W.  Q.  Bunderman,  of  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  who  has 
just  completed  a  history  of  the  Florys-Floras  of  this  same  family  who  now 
reside  in  Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  Shenandoah  Valley  of  Va.,  and  farther 
West;  to  Rev.  Marshall  Wingfield,  of  Memphis,  Tenn.,  a  historian  of 
Franklin  County;  to  Mr.  Blair  Jones,  of  Pell  City,  Alabama,  a  collector  of 
data  of  the  Jacob  Naff  family,  whose  wife  was  Catherine  Flora,  a  sister 
of  the  pioneer  Jacob  Flora,  of  Franklin  County.  Mr.  Jones  hopes  to  have 
material  printed  yet  this  year.  To  Rev.  C.  S.  Ikenberry,  of  Daleville,  Va., 
who  is  collecting  data  for  a  history  of  the  Ikenberry  family;  to  Mr.  J.  E. 
Jamison,  of  Roanoke,  Va.;  and  to  many  others. 

I  have  attempted  to  be  impartial  as  to  personal  mention.  At  the 
same  time  I  am  fully  aware  that  the  measure  of  one’s  life  is  not  deter¬ 
mined  by  degrees,  position,  honor  or  recognition  tendered  by  the  com¬ 
munity,  the  church,  the  state,  or  that  of  any  individual.  The  One  who 
does  measure  the  values  of  life  correctly  may  say  to  the  one  least  outstand¬ 
ing,  living  a  quiet  and  unassuming  life,  “Come  up  higher,  for  thou  hast  been 
faithful  in  a  few  things.”  I  have  tried  to  give  due  emphasis  to  those  who 
lived  earlier,  but  in  many  cases  little  was  known.  It  has  been  my  wish 
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to  bring  each  family  down  to  the  present  time.  I  have  given  occupation, 
address  and  church  affiliation  where  they  were  known.  I  have  included 
date  of  births,  deaths,  marriages  where  they  were  given.  Doctors,  nurses, 
ministers,  missionaries,  deacons  and  educators  are  specified  where  known. 

Some  abbreviations  will  occur  as  follows:  “b”  for  birth,  “d”  for  death, 
“m”  for  marriage,  “B”  for  Church  of  the  Brethren,  “G.  B.  B.”  for  German 
Baptist  Brethren,  “P”  for  Progressive  Brethren.  Other  church  names  will 
be  spelled  in  full. 

In  my  opinion,  there  is  no  special  significance  in  just  how  the  name 
is  spelled.  The  more  common  spellings  are  Flory-Flora.  But  you  will 
find  the  following  spellings  in  some  communities;  Flohr,  Florey,  Fleury, 
Flori.  The  more  common  spelling  of  the  Jacob  Flora,  Sr.,  of  Franklin 

County  is  Flora.  But  in  this  family,  in  the  very  same  community  you 

will  find  one  family  spelling  the  name  Flora  and  another  Flory. 

Many  of  the  descendants  of  the  immigrant  father,  Joseph  J.  Flory, 
Sr.,  family  that  landed  at  Philadelphia  in  1733  are  of  the  Dunker  Brethren 
faith.  Just  when  they  were  first  won  to  this  Protestant  faith  may  be  a 

debatable  question.  It  could  be  possible  that  they  may  have  joined  the 

Dunker  Brethren  in  Germany  before  coming  to  America.  We  have  defi¬ 
nite  information  that  several  members  of  this  family  joined  the  Brethren 
church  in  the  Conestoga  congregation  in  Lancaster  County,  Pa.  The  Jacob 
Flora,  Sr.,  of  Franklin  County,  became  a  member  of  this  congregation  by 
baptism  in  1748.  The  Brethren  have  many  things  in  common  with  the 
Mennonites,  the  Quakers,  and  the  Moravians.  All  these  sects  settled  in 
eastern  Pennsylvania  about  the  same  time.  The  first  Mennonites  came 
in  1683  and  the  first  Brethren  in  1719;  the  Quakers  and  Moravians  pre¬ 
ceded  them  a  few  years.  The  first  Bible  printed  in  America  in  any  Euro¬ 
pean  language  was  published  in  Germantown,  by  Christopher  Sower,  a 
Brethren  minister.  He  also  printed  the  first  newspaper  in  Germantown  in 
1739.  The  Quakers  built  their  first  church  in  1683,  the  Mennonites,  in 
1709;  and  the  Brethren  in  1723. 

The  descendants  of  the  Jacob  Flora,  Sr.,  of  Franklin  County,  donated 
the  ground  for  the  three  pioneer  Brethren  churches.  They  have  been  loyal 
supporters  of  these  churches  through  the  years  and  are  still  active  in 
their  promotion.  His  descendants  who  have  moved  into  other  parts  of 
the  country  are  also  active  in  education  and  church  activities.  The  Bow¬ 
mans,  Brubakers,  Peters,  Naffs,  Ikenberrys  and  Barnharts,  were  other 
families  of  the  northern  part  of  Franklin  County.  These  families  have 
often  intermarried  and  were  equally  interested  in  church,  education,  and 
civic  welfare.  More  Brethren  have  served  on  the  Standing  Committee  of 
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the  Brethren,  either  from  Franklin  County  or  descendants  of  Brethren  fami¬ 
lies  from  this  county,  than  any  other  county  in  U.  S. 

A  few  things  I  had  hoped  very  much  to  find,  but  to  date  I  have  been 
unable  to  do  so.  I  hope  someone  in  the  coming  generations  may  be  inter¬ 
ested  enough  to  succeed  in  discovering  the  following  information:  the 
name  of  Jacob  Flora’s,  Sr.,  wife,  and  the  names  of  all  his  children;  and  the 
maiden  name  of  Joseph  Flora’s,  Sr.,  wife.  Her  given  name  was  Susannah. 

The  numerical  figures  throughout  this  entire  genealogy  designate  the 
generation  beginning  with  Joseph  J.  Flory,  Sr.,  the  pioneer  Flory  that  came 
to  America  from  Palatinate,  Germany,  in  1733.  If  before  a  name  appears 
“5c,”  the  “5”  signifies  that  you  are  in  the  fifth  generation  from  Joseph  J. 
Flory,  above;  and  the  “c”  indicates  that  you  are  the  third  child  in  this  fam¬ 
ily.  Where  there  is  overlapping  by  marriage,  and  the  same  family  would  be 
listed  twice,  I  have  attempted  to  list  the  family  only  once. 

HISTORICAL 

European  Background 

Although  the  Flora  family  has  generally  been  considered  German,, 
1  am  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  earlier  they  were  French.  The  pioneer, 
Joseph,  was  listed  as  a  Huguenot.  This  name  was  applied  to  French 
Lutherans  by  a  monk  in  the  course  of  one  of  his  sermons  because  it  was 
customary  for  the  French  Protestants  to  congregate  around  the  palace 
of  King  Hugo  during  the  evening.  The  various  spellings,  such  as  Fleury, 
Flury,  Fleuri,  used  interchangeably  in  the  earlier  records  confirm  this 
French  origin.  Some  of  the  noted  French  carrying  the  same  name,  were 
Claude  Fleury,  1640-1723,  an  ecclesiastical  historian  and  Andre  de  Fleury, 
1655-1743,  French  cardinal  and  statesman.  The  massacre  of  St.  Bartholo¬ 
mew,  which  took  place  in  France  on  August  24,  1572,  resulted  in  the 
murdering  of  fifty  thousand  Protestants  and  the  beginning  of  the  migrat¬ 
ing  of  Huguenots  into  Palatinate  Germany  and  the  surrounding  states. 
Tradition  also  records  that  as  a  result  of  this  persecution  some  of  the 
Fleurys  also  migrated  into  northern  Italy  and  Switzerland. 

Joseph  J.  Flory’s  ancestors  likely  migrated  from  northeastern  France 
across  the  border  into  Palatinate,  Germany,  shortly  after  the  massacre  and 
began  to  adapt  themselves  to  their  new  German  surroundings.  In  the 
intervening  period  from  the  migration  to  Germany  after  August  13,  1572, 
to  the  migration  to  America,  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  years  elapsed, 
in  which  time  they  became  so  thoroughly  German  that  most  French  tradi¬ 
tions  were  lost.  The  thrift  and  industry  of  the  German  people  made  their 
impressions  on  the  Floras.  The  common  language  used  by  the  family  for 
the  first  two  or  three  generations  was  very  largely  German.  Early  wills 
were  also  written  in  German. 
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In  1618  the  Thirty  Years  War  began  in  Germany  between  the  Cath^ 
olics  and  the  Protestants,  and  this  resulted  in  many  of  the  Protestants 
seeking  a  more  peaceful  home  in  the  New  World.  These  religious  wars 
and  severe  persecution  were  very  likely  the  predominating  factors  in  caus¬ 
ing  the  Floras  to  migrate  to  America  in  1733. 

Crossing  the  Atlantic  and  Landing  at  Philadelphia 

According  to  the  authority,  Strassburger  in  volume  one,  Captain 
David  Reid’s  passenger  list  “A”  of  Pennsylvania  German  Pioneers  for 
ship  “Hope”  which  sailed  from  Rotterdam — last  from  Cowes,  contained 
the  following:  Joseph  J.  Flure,  19,  John  F.  Flure,  15,  Maria  Flure,  21,  and 
Hanley  Fleuri,  17.  The  three  males  took  the  oath  of  allegiance  at  Phila¬ 
delphia  courthouse,  August  28,  1733.  They  came  from  Palatinate,  Ger¬ 
many.  This  family  settled  in  Rapho  Township  in  Lancaster  County, 
Pennsylvania.  The  mother  Mary  and  a  son  Jacob,  likely  about  six  years 
of  age,  and  Catherine,  whose  baptismal  certificate  was  dated  September  8, 
1733,  were  not  listed.  This  makes  it  clear  that  Catherine  was  born  on 
board  the  ship.  This  Jacob  is  our  Jacob  Flora,  Sr.,  the  pioneer  Flora  to 
Pranklin  County,  Va. 

The  journey  to  America  was  divided  into  three  stages.  The  first 
part  was  down  the  Rhine  to  Rotterdam,  which  was  slow  and  time  consum¬ 
ing.  The  second  was  from  Rotterdam  to  some  English  port,  usually  Cowes 
on  Isle  of  Wight,  where  ships  were  provisioned  and  clearance  papers  were 
obtained.  The  third  was  the  crossing  of  the  Atlantic.  All  immigrants  from 
fGermany  and  Switzerland  were  supposed  to  be  supplied  with  two  papers — 
one  a  passport  from  the  town  Mayor  certifying  to  the  good  character  of  the 
immigrant  family,  and  a  recommendation  from  the  pastor  of  the  church 
to  which  they  belonged. 

When  the  ship  reached  Philadelphia,  a  medical  officer  boarded  it 
and  examined  all  passengers.  If  anyone  had  a  contagious  disease,  the 
ship  stood  a  mile  off  shore  until  cleared.  Then  all  male  passengers  above 
sixteen  years  marched  to  the  Philadelphia  courthouse  and  signed  the  oath 
of  allegiance  to  the  British  Crown.  They  also  signed  the  oath  of  adjuration 
and  fidelity  to  the  proprietor  and  the  laws  of  the  province.  Then  they 
were  all  brought  back  to  the  ship.  Announcements  were  printed  in  the 
papers  stating  how  many  of  the  new  arrivals  were  to  be  sold  and  how 
much  they  owed.  Those  who  had  money  or  could  borrow  enough  were 
released  and  the  others  were  sold.  Passage  cost  from  $27.00  to  $90.00 
per  person.  Supplies  were  often  consumed  before  the  journey  was  half 
over  and  were  supplemented  from  the  ship’s  stores  which  had  to  be  paid 
before  the  passenger  was  released.  Supplies  and  baggage  were  sometimes 
lost  or  stolen  and  as  a  result  many  became  indebted  who  originally  had 
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enough  to  pay  their  passage.  If  they  did  not  have  sufficient  funds  to  pay, 
some  member,  or  members  of  the  family  would  need  to  obligate  To  work 
for  two,  three  or  more  years  until  all  the  accumulated  indebtedness  had 
^een  paid. 

The  Family  at  Present  in  Europe 

Here  is  a  chapter  to  be  added  by  someone  in  the  future.  I  have  defi¬ 
nite  knowledge  that  people  by  the  name  of  Flory  reside  in  Suffolk  County, 
England.  My  cousin,  George  R.  Flora,  who  is  a  missionary  in  Monrovia, 
Liberia,  West  Africa,  reports  that  they  have  recently  purcahsed  chocolate 
trom  a  company  named  Flora-Leed  from  Holland.  Indeed  it  would  be 
interesting  and  instructive  to  know  something  of  the  Floras-Florys  of  the 
homeland. 

In  order  that  posterity  may  get  a  true  picture  of  hardship  endured  by 
those  early  immigrants  in  crossing  the  Atlantic,  letters  describing  such 
experiences  follow.  In  1733  only  seven  ships  crossed  to  Philadelphia. 
The  ship  “Hope,”  referred  to  above,  was  third,  and  arrived  August  28. 
The  other  four  ships  arrived  in  late  September  and  October.  The  follow¬ 
ing  letter  is  a  description  of  the  crossing  on  the  ship  “Mary,”  which  reach¬ 
ed  Philadelphia  September  29,  1733.  It  is  reprinted  by  permission  of  the 
Brethren  Publishing  House,  Elgin,  Illinois,  from  “History  of  the  German 
Baptist  in  Europe  and  America”  by  Martin  Brumbaugh. 

Through  the  research  of  Dr.  Oswald  Seidensticker,  of  the  University  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  we  have  been  so  fortunate  as  to  secure  from  Germany  a  copy  of  a  letter 

from  Elder  Nass  to  his  son  Jacob  Wilhelm,  who  was  then  living  in  Switzerland.  The 
letter  is  dated: 

Germantown,  the  17th  of  October,  1733. 

Heartily  Beloved  Son,  Jacob  Wilhelm  Nass, 

I  greet  thee  and  thy  dear  wife  Margaretta,  together  with  her  dear  children,  very 

heartily . The  eternal  and  Almighty  God  give  you  all  much 

light  of  grace  and  faith  so  that  you  may  not  only  choose  the  good  in  time  of 
grace,  but  may  you  also  win  the  true  and  active  faith,  in  true  sanctification 
and  childlike  obedience  in  Christ  Jesus.  Would  that  the  great  God  through  Jesus 
Chiist  might  work  this  within  us  and  in  all  who  love  His  appearance,  Amen,  yes; 
Amen. 

As  I  have  been  requested  by  some  to  describe  our  journey,  I  have  not  been  able 
to  refuse  it  entirely,  therefore  I  will  do  it  in  as  short  a  way  as  possible. 

The  24th  of  June  we  went  from  Rotterdam  to  within  half  an  hour’s  distance 
from  Dart,  where  we  lay  still,  the  wind  being  contrary.  On  July  3rd  we  started 
and  the  ship  was  drawn  by  men  several  times  on  the  river  Maas,  as  far  as  the  neigh- 
boihood  of  Helvoetsluys.  There  the  wind  became  favorable  so  that  we  sailed  into 
the  sea  on  July  5th,  near  Helvoetsluys.  Then  the  seasickness  began  among  the 
people,  that  is,  dizziness  and  vomiting.  The  greatest  number  after  having  vomited 
could  begin  to  eat  again. 
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On  the  13th  of  July,  early  in  the  morning,  we  arrived  in  port  of  Plymouth,  which 
port  lies  in  midst  of  rocks.  We  had  to  lie  in  middle  of  the  harbor  until  the  ship  was 
released  by  the  custom  officers  and  provisioned. 

On  July  21st  we  sailed  into  the  big  ocean  and  on  our  left  we  lost  the  land, 
-France  and  Spain. 

The  24th  we  also  lost  it  on  our  right,  namely  England. 

The  25th  a  little  child  died.  It  came  upon  the  ship  very  sick;  the  next  day 
about  8:00  o’clock  it  was  buried  in  the  sea.  When  the  body  fell  from  the  plank 
into  the  water  I  saw  with  great  astonishment  that  a  large  number  of  big  fish  appeared 
and  darted  quickly  away  in  front  of  the  ship,  as  if  they  wished  to  flee  from  the 
corpse. 

For  ten  days  we  had  steadily  a  good  breeze,  so  that  we  sailed  a  long  way  on  the 
big  ocean. 

The  28th  of  July,  before  daylight,  a  French  man-of-war  by  the  name  of  Eliza¬ 
beth,  came  near  us.  This  Captain  examined  our  Captain  in  French.  After  having 
made  themselves  known  to  each  other,  they  wished  one  another  a  happy  trip  and 
teach  went  on  his  course. 

After  this  day  we  had  very  changeable  weather  so  that  in  three  weeks  we  made 
only  sixty  hours  (about  180  miles),  which  in  a  very  good  wind  we  could  have  done  in 
one  day. 

On  August  3rd,  I  got  up  an  hour  before  day  in  order  to  see  how  it  was  going, 
as  I  had  made  up  my  mind  to  watch  the  compass  during  the  entire  trip,  to  see  if 
-there  would  be  a  change  in  our  course.  When  I  reached  the  ladder,  all  the  people 
were  still  asleep  and  a  bedstead  was  under  the  ladder,  and  the  coverlet  of  the  people 
lay  high  up  against  the  ladder,  and  during  the  night  it  had  been  raining  a  little  so 
that  it  was  slippery  under  the  traphole,  and  while  I  was  standing  on  the  top  step  of 
the  ladder  and  was  about  to  climb  on  deck,  the  people  in  their  bed  stretched  them¬ 
selves  and  unwittingly  knocked  the  ladder  from  under  my  feet,  then  I  fell  down 
from  the  top  and  with  my  left  side  I  struck  upon  the  ladder,  that  I  was  almost  un¬ 
conscious  and  lay  there  a  long  time  before  I  could  get  up.  Then  I  had  to  lie  on  my 
back  for  two  weeks  till  I  could  get  up  again  and  walk  a  little.  At  first  I  feared  that 
I  would  remain  lame,  but  to  the  great  God  be  all  glory  in  His  Son,  who  has  caused 
me  to  get  well  again  without  herbs,  or  plaster,  so  that  I  feel  but  little  of  it  anymore. 

The  4th,  the  crew  early  in  the  morning  spiked  a  big  fish  with  a  harpoon.  It 
was  a  long  fish,  as  long  as  an  ordinary  man  and  shaped  in  its  head  like  a  pig,  also 
in  body  and  insides  like  a  pig. 

The  7th  of  August  during  the  night  again  a  little  child  died  and  in  the  same  hour 
a  little  boy  was  born,  and  the  dead  child  buried  at  sea  on  the  8th. 

The  11th  and  12th  we  had  a  storm,  which  was  not  very  strong,  however  it  lasted 
forty-eight  hours,  so  that  all  the  sails  had  to  be  reefed,  the  rudder  fastened,  and  the 
portholes  boarded  up,  so  that  we  were  sitting  in  darkness,  while  the  force  of  the 
waves  struck  through  the  porthole  glass  into  the  beds.  Some  people  always  have  to 
vomit  during  every  storm  and  strong,  stiff  wind. 

On  the  13th  again  a  little  boy  was  born. 

The  17th  we  had  another  storm,  which  was  much  stronger  than  the  first,  for  six 
(or  eight  hours  and  blew  the  sea  very  high  up.  It  lasted  for  one  and  one-half  days 
and  one  and  one-half  nights,  but  towards  the  end  was  not  so  strong.  Sails,  rudder, 
holes,  everything  was  hurriedly  fastened  up  and  left  to  the  wind  and  sea.  After 
that  it  grew  so  calm  that  we  did  not  get  much  from  the  spot  for  several  days.  Dur- 
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ing  this  time  the  people  got  well  again.  Then  we  got  again  strong  wind  from  the 
side  by  which  we  made  good  headway. 

On  the  23rd  *bf  August  again  a  child  died  and  was  buried  at  sea  that  evening. 

The  26th,  about  5  o’clock  P.  M.,  we  passed  by  a  mast  standing  fast,  the  point 
of  which  showed  a  half  yard  above  the  water,  quite  immovable  and  with  ends  of 
rope  still  on  it.  By  good  fortune  our  ship  passed  it  at  about  a  rod’s  distance.  The 
Captain  had  just  been  drinking  tea.  Many  people  were  very  much  frightened  by  this 
sight,  because  it  was  impossible  for  this  mast  to  be  standing  on  the  bottom  and  yet 
it  was  immovable. 

The  30th,  the  last  mentioned  man  again  lost  a  child  and  it  was  buried  at  sea 
that  night.  Then  we  saw  the  first  little  fish  with  wings  flying  over  the  sea  for  two 
hours. 

On  September  6th,  and  in  the  morning,  the  first  mate  spiked  a  dolphin,  which 
are  quite  different  from  what  they  are  pictured  in  Germany.  This  day  we  had  much 
heat  and  little  breeze. 

The  7th,  another  big  fish  was  caught  by  the  crew,  which  is  called  a  shark. 
The  crew  took  a  hook,  wheih  was  very  large  and  strong  and  off  about  a  finger’s  thick¬ 
ness;  to  this  they  fastened  one  and  one-half  pounds  of  bacon.  When  they  saw 
the  fish  near  the  ship’s  side  they  threw  the  hook  with  bacon  to  him,  which  he 
swallowed  at  once  and  since  the  fish  was  very  thick  and  five  feet  long  and  of  great 
strength  in  his  tail,  as  well  as  out  of  the  water,  they  drew  him  into  the  ship  with 
a  very  hard  pull,  and  drove  back  all  the  poor  people,  so  that  it  should  not  hurt  any¬ 
body,  as  he  struck  the  deck  so  powerfully  with  his  tail  that  if  he  should  have  hit 
anyone  against  the  legs,  those  would  certainly  have  been  broken.  But  after  the 
ship’s  carpenter  had  cut  off  his  tail  with  his  axe  after  ten  strokes,  his  strength  was  all 
gone,  and  his  mouth  was  so  big  that  he  might  have  swallowed  a  child  two  years  of 
age.  The  flesh  the  captain  ordered  to  be  distributed  to  the  delighted  people. 

On  the  11th  again  a  little  child  died,  without  anybody  having  noticed  it  until  it 
was  nearly  stiff,  and  the  12th  it  was  buried  at  sea. 

The  13th  a  young  woman,  who  had  always  been  in  poor  health,  died  in  child¬ 
birth  and  was  buried  at  sea  on  the  14th,  with  three  children,  two  of  them  before  and 
now  the  third,  the  one  just  born,  so  that  the  husband  has  no  one  left  now. 

On  the  16th  in  the  morning  about  four  o’clock  a  woman  fifty  years  of  age  died; 
she  had  not  been  well  during  the  entire  trip  and  always  repented  having  left  her 
native  place.  She  was  buried  at  sea  the  same  time. 

And  since  the  trip  owing  to  the  many  changes  of  wind  lasted  somewhat  long 
and  the  greater  number  of  the  people  had  all  consumed  their  provisions  and  their 
conception  (imagination  or  expectation)  was  always  set  upon  six  weeks  from  land 
to  land,  they  had  gone  on  eating  and  drinking  hard,  from  morning  until  late  at 
night.  Then  at  last  they  did  find  it  a  great  hardship  to  live  on  the  ship’s  fare  alone; 
thus  the  greater  number  so  entirely  lost  courage  that  they  never  expected  to  get  on 
land  again. 

On  the  7th,  a  small  land  bird,  which  they  call  the  little  yellow  wagtail  in  Ger¬ 
many,  perched  down  several  times  on  our  ship,  and  the  people  had  a  good  look  at 
him.  This  caused  great  rejoicing  among  them,  that  they  clapped  their  hands,  with 
joy. 

On  the  18th  a  ship  from  Rhode  Island  came  up  to  us.  It  had  a  cargo  of  sheep 
and  other  things,  and  had  orders  to  sail  to  the  West  Indies.  Our  Captain  spoke  to 
them  through  a  speaking  tube;  after  they  had  made  their  arrangements  they  reefed 
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their  sails  on  both  the  ships,  since  there  was  but  little  running  anyhow  and  our  Cap¬ 
tain  had  a  boat  lowered  into  the  water  and  rowed  with  four  seamen  to  their  ship. 
When  they  had  drunk  the  wealthy  welcome  together,  he  returned  and  brought  with 
him  half  of  a  bag  of  apples,  a  goose,  a  duck,  and  two  chickens  and  distributed  the 
beautiful  apples  at  once  among  the  people.  This  caused  great  rejoicing  to  get  such 
beautiful  American  apples  on  the  high  sea,  and  those  which  were  still  left  over  he 
threw  among  the  people  to  grapple  for  them,  and  they  fell  in  heaps  over  one  another 
for  the  people  wanted  the  apples. 

On  the  19th,  a  strange  looking  fish  came  upon  the  ship.  It  was  shaped  like  a 
large  round  table  and  had  a  mouth  like  two  little  shallow  baskets.  The  same  even¬ 
ing  a  large  number  of  fish  came  from  the  north  towards  our  ship  and  when  they  had 
reached  the  ship,  they  shot  down  into  the  deep,  in  front,  behind  and  under  the  ship 
so  that  one  could  not  see  one  any  more  on  the  other  side  of  the  ship. 

On  the  20th  again  a  young  married  woman  died  and  was  buried  at  sea  on  the 
same  night,  and  on  this  evening  again  came  a  large  number  of  countless  big  fish 
from  the  north,  which  one  could  see  from  high  above  the  water  and  which  did  just 
like  the  former,  that  one  could  not  see  one  on  the  other  side  of  the  ship.  Thereupon 
we  had  a  very  heavy  fall  of  rain  that  some  people  caught  half  kegs  of  water,  only 
from  the  sails  and  from  the  Captain’s  ship.  This  was  followed  by  a  powerful  wind¬ 
storm  from  the  northwest.  The  sea  rose  up  so  high,  that  when  one  looked  at  it,  it  was 
just  as  if  one  were  sailing  among  high  mountains  all  covered  with  snow;  and  one 
mountain  wave  rose  over  the  other  and  over  the  ship  so  that  the  Captain  and  First 
Mate  and  the  cook  were  struck  by  a  wave  that  they  kept  not  a  dry  thread  on  them; 
and  so  much  water  poured  into  the  ship  that  many  people’s  beds,  which  were  near  to 
the  holes,  were  quite  filled  with  water.  The  holes  were  hastily  boarded  up,  the  rud¬ 
der  bound  fast,  and  the  ship  was,  with  a  very  lowly-reefed  sail,  set  sideways  to  the 
wind,  so  that  it  should  not  roll  so  hard  on  both  sides.  The  storm  lasted  the  entire  night 
with  great  violence,  so  that  without  any  fear  one  could  well  see  that  it  was  not 
alone  the  seaworthiness  of  the  ship,  that  it  could  weather  such  powerful  blows,  but 
that  it  was  perserved  in  the  Almighty  hand  of  the  Lord,  in  order  to  make  known  to 
man  his  might.  To  him  be  above  all  and  for  all  the  glory,  Amen. 

Not  a  human  being  remained  on  deck,  but  one  sailor  who  was  tied  fast  in  order 
to  watch  by  the  rudder;  all  the  rest,  the  Captain,  the  mates,  the  seamen  crawled  into 
their  beds  in  their  wet  clothes,  and  the  ship  lay  sideways  to  the  wind  always  on  its 
side  so  that  it  drew  water  all  the  time,  which,  however,  poured  out  again.  At  mid¬ 
night  the  waves  struck  so  hard  against  the  portholes  aft,  that  two  boards  sprang  way 
from  the  windows  where  part  of  the  people  lay  in  sleep  and  slumber,  and  the  water 
rushed  in  through  the  window,  as  big  at  it  was,  and  straight  into  the  beds,  which 
caused  a  great  terror  to  those  who  lay  near  the  window.  The  water  took  away  a 
board,  together  with  the  rope;  we  all  sprang  up  because  the  friends  who  lay  near  the 
window  and  slept  had  not  tied  the  board  fast  enough  and  misfortune  might  have 
become  a  very  great  one.  We  took  a  wool  bag,  which  was  handy,  and  stopped  the 
window  up  and  the  other  one  with  the  board,  that  was  made  fast  again. 

The  ship’s  carpenter  the  next  morning  made  a  new  window  board.  The  storm 
also  abated  a  little  and  thus  the  anxiety  of  the  people  g  ew  a  little  less  and  towards 
two  o’clock  in  the  afternoon  it  cleared,  the  wind  ceased,  and  the  portholes  in  the  ship 
were  closed,  and  it  was  beautifully  calm  weather.  Then  the  Captain  quickly  ordered 
a  kettle  of  rice  to  be  boiled,  in  order  that  the  people  might  get  something  warm  to  eat 
that  day  and  night  for  their  supper. 
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On  the  22nd  at  noon  the  ship  lay  as  still  as  a  house,  then  the  people  dried  their 
clothes  again.  A  good  breeze  sprang  up  at  dinner  time  and  blew  all  night,  so  stiff 
and  so  steady  that  one  did  not  know  in  the  ship  that  it  was  so  moving  and  yet  made 
two  miles  and  a  half  in  one  hour.  At  midnight  the  first  soundings  were  made,  150 
rods  deep,  and  no  bottom  found. 

The  23rd  at  nine  o’clock  another  sounding  was  made  and  at  55  rods  ground  was 
struck,  at  eleven  o’clock  at  35  rods;  shortly  after,  20  rods;  and  yet  we  did  not  see 
any  land,  but  were  nearing  the  river  (Delaware).  Then  the  people  became  very  joyful 
and  on  account  of  the  good  breeze  and  the  ground  being  found.  But  the  Captain 
did  not  trust  himself  to  reach  the  river  by  daylight;  since  one  could  not  see  land 
even,  and  at  four  o’clock  in  good  wind  he  reefed  the  sails,  and  had  the  rudder  tied 
fast,  because  there  are  many  sandbanks  in  front  and  inside  of  the  river. 

Early  in  the  morning  all  sails  were  set  again  and  we  headed  for  the  river,  al¬ 
though  the  breeze  was  not  favorable  and  there  was  a  heavy  fog.  Then  again  they 
made  sounding  and  found  15  rods,  and  an  hour  later  7  rods.  At  twelve  o  clock  we 
saw  the  land  with  great  rejoicing.  Towards  half  past  four  we  neared  the  river,  for 
one  is  sitll  six  hours  away  from  it  when  one  gets  in  sight  of  it.  Meanwhile,  I  and 
the  Captain  caught  sight  of  three  boats  sailing  towards  us;  then  the  Captain  cried 
“There  are  the  pilots  or  steersmen.”  One  could  hear  or  hardly  see  them  among  the 
waves.  Then  he  had  all  the  sails  set  and  was  very  glad  that  the  pilots  came  to  meet 
him.  The  first  one  who  came  he  did  not  accept,  but  when  the  second  came,  whom 
he  knew,  he  took  him  into  the  ship  where  he  began  and  at  one  time  lived,  intending 
to  sail  into  the  river  that  same  night,  however,  when  we  were  on  both  sides  against 
the  land  just  in  front  of  the  river  suddenly  from  the  southwest  a  storm  broke  loose 
such  as  we  had  never  yet  had.  Then  all  had  to  help  reef  the  sail,  and  the  anchor 
was  thrown  out  for  the  first  time.  There  we  lay  fast,  and  the  water  had  no  longer 
such  a  great  power  because  it  had  not  more  than  7  rods  of  depth.  So  we  lay  at 
anchor  all  night  and  the  storm  soon  ceased. 

The  25th,  early  in  the  morning,  we  weighed  anchor,  set  sail,  and  tacked  into  the 
river.  We  saw  there  on  both  sides  with  so  much  joy  as  can  easily  be  imagined,  the 
land  and  the  beautiful  trees  near  the  shore  just  as  if  they  had  been  planted  there. 

On  the  26th  the  before  mentioned  last  born  baby  died  and  was  buried  in  the 
river.  That  same  day  during  the  night  we  sailed  into  the  narrows  of  the  river,  which 
is  indeed  very  delightful  to  see,  as  wide  as  the  Rhine  where  it  is  the  widest,  and  on 
both  banks  are  the  most  beautiful  woods  and  groves  and  here  and  there  houses  stand 
on  the  banks  which  have  fish  nets  hanging  to  dry  in  front  of  them. 

The  following  day,  the  27th,  we  passed  New  Castle  with  little  breeze  and  in  a 
very  dense  fog.  This  town  lies  forty  miles  distant  from  Philadelphia.  Since  we  had 
very  little  wind  we  had  to  sail  mostly  with  the  tide  or  with  the  current  of  the  water, 
therefore  we  sailed  during  the  28th  and  on  the  afternoon  of  the  29th  we  arrived  safely 
in  Philadelphia. 

We  were  met  by  brethren  and  sisters  in  small  boats  who  brought  us  fine  bread, 
apples,  peaches,  and  other  refreshments  of  th  body,  for  which  we  gave  thanks  to  the 
Highest  publicly  on  the  ship  near  the  city,  with  singing  and  ringing  shouts  of  delight. 
With  many  tears  we  praised  and  glorified  the  Lord  for  having  preserved  us  in  His 
Father’s  hand,  and  having  carried  us  as  on  the  wings  of  the  eagle,  so  that  we  all  could 
meet  again  in  love  on  this  side  of  Eternity.  See,  dear  children,  brethren  and  friends, 
this  is,  in  short,  the  description  of  our  journey  across  the  very  big  sea. 
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1  will  make  an  end  of  this  and  wish  patience  to  whomsoever  read  this.  God  be 
with  you  all,  Amen.

Description  of  Passage  to  America 

By  Gottlieb  Mittelberger  who  crossed  in  1750 

“This  journey  lasts  from  the  beginning  of  May  to  the  end  of  October,  fully  half 
a  year,  amid  such  hardships  as  no  one  is  able  adequately  to  describe  with  their 
misery. 

“During  the  voyage  there  is  on  board  these  ships  terrible  misery,  stench,  fumes, 
horror,  vomiting,  many  kinds  of  seasickness,  fever,  dysentery,  headache,  heat,  con¬ 
stipation,  boils,  scurvy,  cancer,  mouthrot  and  the  like,  all  of  which  comes  from  old 
and  sharply  salted  food  and  meat,  also  from  very  bad  and  foul  water,  so  that  many 
die  miserably.” 

“Add  to  this — want  of  provisions,  hunger,  thirst,  frost,  heat,  dampness,  anxiety, 
want,  afflictions  and  lamentations,  together  with  other  trouble,  as  c.  v.,  the  lice 
abound  so  frightfully,  especially  on  sick  people,  that  they  can  be  scraped  off  the  body. 
The  misery  reaches  the  climax  when  the  gale  rages  for  two  or  three  nights  and  days 
so  that  every  one  believes  that  the  ship  will  go  to  the  bottom  with  all  human  beings 
on  board.  In  such  a  visitation  the  people  c  y  and  pray  most  piteously.”  “When 
in  such  a  gale  the  sea  rages  and  surges,  so  that  the  waves  rise  often  like  high 
monntains  one  above  the  other,  and  often  tumble  over  the  ship,  so  that  one  fears 
to  go  down  with  the  ship;  when  the  ship  is  constantly  tossed  from  side  to  side  by 
the  storm  and  waves,  so  that  no  one  can  either  walk,  sit,  nor  lie  down,  and  the  closely 
packed  people  in  the  berths  are  thereby  tumbled  over  each  other,  both  the  sick  and 
the  well — it  will  be  readily  understood  that  many  of  these  people,  none  of  whom 
have  been  prepared  for  hardships,  suffer  so  terribly  from  them  that  they  do  not 
survive  it.” 

“Among  the  healthy,  impatience  sometimes  grows  so  g^eat  and  cruel  that  one 
curses  the  other,  or  himself  and  the  day  of  his  bi  th  and  sometimes  they  come  near 
killing  each  other.  Misery  and  malice  join  each  other,  so  that  they  cheat  and  rob 
each  other.  One  always  reproaches  the  other  with  having  persuaded  him  to  under¬ 
take  the  journey.  Frequently  children  cry  out  against  their  parents,  husbands  against 
their  wives  and  wives  against  their  husbands;  brothers  and  sisters,  friends  and  ac¬ 
quaintances  against  each  other.  But  most  against  the  soul-traffickers. 

“Many  sigh  and  cry:  ‘Oh,  that  I  were  home  again,  and  if  I  had  to  lie  in  my  pig¬ 
sty!’  Or  they  say,  ‘O  God,  if  I  only  had  a  piece  of  good  bread,  or  a  good  fresh  drop 
of  water!’  Many  people  whimper,  sigh,  and  cry  most  piteously  for  their  homes;  most 
of  them  get  homesick.  Many  hundred  people  necessarily  die  and  perish  in  such 
misery,  and  must  be  cast  into  the  sea,  which  drives  their  relatives  or  those  that  per¬ 
suaded  them  to  undertake  the  journey,  to  such  despair  that  it  is  almost  impossible  to 
pacify  or  console  them.  In  a  word  the  sighing  and  crying  and  lamenting  on  board 
the  ship  continues  day  and  night,  so  as  to  cause  the  hearts  of  even  the  most  hardened 
to  bleed  when  they  hear  it.” 
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CHAPTER  ONE 

Jacob  Flora,  Sr.  (Pa.,  Md.  and  Va.)  and  Jacob  Flora,  Jr.  (Va.  and  Ohio) 

Joseph  J.  Flory,  Sr.,  b.  about  1682,  d.  1841.  Came  to  America  from 
Palatinate  Germany  and  landed  at  Philadelphia  August  28,  1733.  He 
was  5 1  years  of  age  when  he  arrived  in  the  colonies.  The  vessel  on  which 
he  and  family  came  was  named  “Hope.”  His  wife’s  given  name  was  Mary. 
Soon  after  his  arrival  he  settled  in  Rapho  Township,  Lancaster  County, 
Pa.,  where  he  lived  the  remainder  of  his  life  and  reared  his  family.  He 
chose  as  his  home  one  of  the  garden  spots  of  this  great  land  in  which  we 
live.  His  descendants  have  now  reached  into  many  thousands  and  are 
located  in  many  parts  of  the  United  States  all  the  way  from  the  Atlantic  to 
the  Pacific.  It  can  truthfully  be  said  that  his  many  descendants,  on  the 
whole,  have  lived  true  to  the  courage  and  aspirations  and  ideals  that  char¬ 
acterized  our  immigrant  forefather.  I  am  sure  that  none  of  us  appreciate, 
except  in  a  very  small  way,  what  it  meant  to  this  family  to  leave  their 
homeland  and  cross  the  great  Atlantic  in  a  sailboat,  covering  months  of 
time  and  facing  dangers,  sickness,  cold,  lack  of  food  and  privations  beyond 
description.  On  arrival  they  had  to  make  friends  and  adapt  themselves  to 
their  new  home.  They  had  to  begin  at  the  very  bottom  in  building 
a  new  home.  They  likely  had  the  sympathy  and  cooperation  of  many  oth¬ 
ers,  who  were  atempting  to  do  the  same  thing  under  very  similar  circum¬ 
stances.  His  children  follow: 

2  a  Mary  Flory  b.  1712  (From  the  ship  listing).  No  other  information 
of  this  daughter  at  present. 

2  b  Joseph  J.  Flory,  Jr.  b.  1714,  d.  1785  (From  the  ship  list  and  his 
will).  He  is  the  father  of  many  of  the  Florys,  of  Pa.  and  Md. 

2  c  Hanley  Flory  b.  1716  (From  the  ship  listing).  No  additional  in¬ 
formation. 

2  d  John  F.  Flory  (1718-1781).  (From  ship  list  and  will).  Father  of 
Lancaster  Co.,  Pa.,  Florys. 

2  e  Jacob  Flora  b.  about  1725  or  earlier.  Father  of  Franklin  County, 
Virginia,  Floras. 

2  f  Barbara  Flora  b.  1732.  No  information  about  this  daughter. 

2  g  Catherine  Flora  b.  1733  (Ship  listing),  d.  about  1821.  She  married 
Jacob  Naff.  He  and  his  brother-in-law,  Jacob  Flora,  seemed  to 
migrate  to  Franklin  County,  Va.,  together.  The  Floras  and  the 
Naffs  frequently  intermarried  during  the  coming  years.  A  gene¬ 
alogy  of  this  family  is  being  compiled  by  Mr.  Blair  Jones  of  Pell 
City,  Alabama.  He  descends  from  this  family. 
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2  h  Abraham  Flory,  1735-1827.  He  first  moved  to  Franklin  Co.,  Pa., 
later  to  Somerset  County,  Pa.,  and  yet  later  to  Montgomery  County, 
O.  He  has  many  descendants  in  Virginia,  Ohio  and  farther  West. 

Jacob  Flora,  Sr.,  the  fifth  child  of  the  immigrant  father,  Joseph  J. 
Flory  above  was  b.  about  1725  or  earlier  in  Palatinate,  Germany,  and 
came  to  America  with  his  father  and  family,  landing  at  Philadelphia  on 
August  23,  1733.  He  was  a  mere  boy  on  his  arrival  here  in  the  colonies. 
His  father  settled  in  Rapho  Township  in  Lancaster  County,  Pa.  Here  he 
grew  to  manhood  and  secured  such  education  as  was  common  to  his  day. 
He  likely  married  and  partly  reared  his  family  here.  He  was  possessed 
with  the  pioneering  spirit  of  his  day  and  decided  to  push  farther  into  the 
frontier  and  this  led  him  first  to  Frederick  county,  Maryland,  and  later  to 
Franklin  county,  Va. 

In  the  Recorder’s  Office  of  Frederick,  Md.,  in  deed  book  K.  P.,  page 
1237,  we  find  that  Jacob  Flora  purchased  a  farm  containing  100  acres  on 
Cabbage  Run,  May  14,  1767,  for  which  he  paid  the  sum  of  60  pounds. 
The  records  there  show  that  he  bought  and  sold  other  real  estate.  His 
last  recorded  transaction  being  the  sale  of  his  farm  to  Christopher  Harter 
May  25,  1783.  These  facts  prove  that  he  lived  in  this  county  about  fifteen 
years.  He  made  a  very  definite  contribution  to  the  early  development  of 
this  very  prosperous  agricultural  county. 

In  the  land  records  of  Bedford  county,  Va.,  we  find  Jacob  Flora 
listed  as  owning  150  acres  of  land  in  1782.  In  the  deeds  of  Franklin 
county,  Va.,  we  find  recorded  that  he  purchased  150  acres  of  land  from 
Laughlin  McGrady,  May  6,  1786.  This  was  located  on  Magodee  Creek 
not  far  fram  Boones  Mill,  Va.,  and  was  likely  the  same  tract  of  land  as  the 
one  listed  above,  since  Franklin  county  was  not  organized  till  1786  and 
previous  to  this  it  was  included  in  Bedford  county.  Jacob  Flora,  Sr.,  ap¬ 
pears  on  the  personal  tax  list  of  Franklin  county,  Va.,  from  1786  to  1795. 
Jacob  Flora,  Sr.,  did  not  make  a  will  and  since  his  name  did  not  occur  on 
the  tax  list  after  1795,  it  is  reasonable  to  infer  that  he  died  about  1795 
or  1796.  Do  not  know  whom  he  married.  He,  likely,  was  buried  in  the 
Flora  cemetery  on  the  hill  North  of  where  Harve  Flora  now  lives.  All 
evidences  indicate  that  he  had,  at  least  five  children,  four  boys  and  one 
girl.  In  this  genealogy  we  attempt  to  give  the  descendants  of  this  Jacob 
Flora  of  Franklin  county,  Virginia,  as  best  we  can.  He  was  baptized  into 
the  Brethren  church  on  May  1,  1748,  in  the  Conestoga  congregation  in 
Lancaster  county,  Pa.  His  sister,  Barbara,  was  baptized  into  the  Brethren 
church  April  14,  1754.  Elder  Michael  Frantz  was  the  presiding  elder  of 
this  church  during  these  years.

3  a  Jacob  Flora,  Jr.,  was  probably  born  not  later  than  1760  in  Md. 
where  he  lived  for  a  number  of  years  and  then  later  moved  to 
Franklin  county,  Va.  His  name  appears  on  the  personal  tax  list 
of  Franklin  County  from  1786  to  1810.  Jacob  Flora,  Sr.,  deed¬ 
ed  a  tract  of  land  on  Magodee  Creek,  containing  150  acres,  to 
Jacob  Flora,  Jr.,  July  29,  1795.  Jacob  Flora,  Jr.,  deeded  this 
same  tract  of  land  to  Samuel  Flora  April  7,  1800.  A  number  of 
the  Samuel  Flora  descendants  still  live  in  this  locality.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  census  records  he  is  listed  in  Franklin  county  as  a  prop¬ 
erty  owner  from  about  1790  to  1810.  He  moved  from  Virginia 
to  Ohio,  probably  Stark  county,  and  here  he  died  about  1840. 
He  had  five  children.  We  have  the  name  only  of  his  second 
child,  Jacob,  III. 

4  a  Jacob  Flora,  III,  married  Elizabeth  Peters  before  his  father 
and  family  ieft  Virginia.  In  1834  he  and  his  wife  and  children 
left  Ohio  and  moved  to  Cass  county,  Indiana,  and  in  1839 
moved  to  Jefferson  township,  Miami  county,  Ind.,  living  on  a 
farm  adjoining  the  present  farm  of  his  son,  Noah.  With  the 
assistance  of  his  two  sons,  Eli  and  Noah,  he  cleared  the  land 
he  had  received  from  the  government.  He  died  in  1864  and 
his  wife  in  1860.  They  were  loyal  and  faithful  members  of 
the  Brethren  Church.  They  had  five  children.

He  did  his  part  in  helping  to 
clear  off  the  heavy  timber  and  bring  the  land  under  culti¬ 
vation.  He  has  lived  on  his  present  farm  since  1850.  Mar-

Joseph  J.  Flory,  1682-1741,  Immigrant  father  from  Palatinate,  Germany.

Joseph  Flora  family  includes  the  Floras  in  the  northwestern  part  of 
Franklin  County,  centering  around  the  Antioch  church.  The  indications 
are  that  he  was  married  several  years  before  coming  to  Franklin  County. 
He  was  successful  and  a  large  land  owner  on  Bucks  Run  and  Blackwater 
river.  Deeds  indicate  that  he  was  the  owner  of,  at  least,  1000  or  1500 
acres.  His  home  farm  remains  in  the  family  at  the  present  time,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  have  lived  on  the  farm  succeeding  him:  Joseph  Flora,  Jr.,  Elder 
Riley  Flora,  his  grandson;  and  Mrs.  Nora,  widow  of  Henry  A.  Flora,  his 
great  grandson,  lives  there  at  the  present.  They  are  buried  in  a  family 
cemetery  east  of  his  farm,  on  the  farm  now  owned  by  Elder  J.  T.  Rutrough. 
He  was  likely  born  in  Lancaster  County,  Pa.  His  wife’s  given  name  was 
Susannah,  but  her  maiden  name  is  not  known  at  the  present,  to  my  knowl¬ 
edge.  He  was  b.  Nov.  21,  1761,  d.  Jan.  3,  1841.  His  wife  b.  Apr.  11, 
1762,  d.  Sept.  19,  1850.  Brethren.  Church  services  in  his  day  were  held 
around  in  the  homes,  for  the  first  Brethren  Church  was  not  built  until  in 
1848.  A  copy  of  his  will  made  Dec.  29,  1840,  follows: 

THE  WILL  OF  JOSEPH  FLORA,  Sr. 

I,  Joseph  Flora,  Senior,  of  Franklin  County  and  state  of  Virginia,  do  make  my 
last  will  and  testament  in  the  manner  and  form  following  that  is  to  say — First,  I 
desire  that  all  my  just  debts  be  paid.  Second,  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  beloved 
wife,  Susannah  Flora,  a  complete,  sufficient  and  full  maintenance  which  is  to  be 
raised  out  of  my  estate  by  my  executors  herein  after  named  and  furnish  to  her  as 
she  may  stand  in  need  of  it,  as  long  as  she  may  live,  at  their  discretion  as  they  think 
proper,  also  my  wife  is  to  have  such  part  of  my  household  and  kitchen  furniture  as 
she  may  want,  and  the  balance  to  be  divided  between  my  children  or  their  heirs 
agreeable  to  appraisement.  Third,  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son  Joseph  Flora  the 
land  and  plantation  whereon  I  now  reside  together  with  my  part  of  the  land  that  I 
and  Isaac  Naff  and  John  Flora  hold  on  the  mountain  with  their  appertenances  unto 
him  the  said  Joseph  Flora,  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever.  My  will  and  desire  is  that 
the  rest  of  my  estate  not  heretofore  disposed  of  be  equally  divided  between  my  chil¬ 
dren — John  Flora,  Jacob  Flora,  Jonathan  Flora,  Joseph  Flora,  Mary  Peters,  Nancy 
Fisher,  Elizabeth  Brubaker  and  Catherine  Obenchain,  to  them  their  heirs  and  assigns 
forever,  after  deducting  from  each  of  my  heirs  four  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  which 
all  of  them  have  received  in  advance  and  whereas  the  greater  part  of  my  estate  con¬ 
sists  in  bonds  on  my  children  and  the  husbands  of  my  daughters  and  it  is  my  desire 
that  my  sons  and  sons-in-law  shall  not  be  bound  to  pay  interest  on  their  bonds  given 
to  me  and  I  do  hereby  release  all  the  interest  that  may  be  on  the  above  bonds  and  they 
shall  only  pay  the  principal  without  interest;  and  to  explain  the  meaning  about  my 
son’s  will;  to  my  son  Joseph  Flora,  he  is  to  let  his  mother  have  full  possession  w 
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house  or  room  wherein  I  now  reside  during  his  life  or  as  long  as  she  may  choose,  alscr 
one  cow  which  is  to  be  purchased  for  her  out  of  my  estate  and  also  my  two  plated 
ctoves  and  lastly  I  appoint  my  sons,  Jacob  Flora,  John  Flora,  and  my  son-in-law,  Joel 
Fisher,  executors  of  my  last  will  and  testament,  who  is  to  take  in  hand  and  manage 
my  estate  without  giving  security,  hereby  revoking  all  former  wills  or  testaments  by 
me  made.  In  witness,  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal  this  29th  of 
December,  1840.  Signed,  Joseph  Flora

This  is  the  home  of  Joseph  Flora,  Sr.,  Joseph  Flora,  Jr.,  his  son  Elder  Riley 
Flora  and  his  son  Henry  A.  Flora  (deceased),  whose  wife,  Nora  Flora,  now,  here 
resides.  During  the  years  the  house  has  been  remodeled.  The  barn  is  the  original 
barn.  The  tree,  standing  in  front  of  the  barn,  is  a  persimmon  tree  and  has  been 
standing  for  more  than  a  hundred  years. 


This  is  the  home  of  John  Flora,  the  oldest  son  of  Joseph  Flora,  Sr.  For  a  num¬ 
ber  of  years  it  was  not  owned  by  any  of  the  Flora  descendants.  But  later  was  pur¬ 
chased  by  Abraham  I.  Flora,  grandson  of  John  Flora,  and  is  now  owned  by  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Ed  Kinsey,  she  being  a  descendant  of  the  above  family. 
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John  Flora  Family  (1787-1854)

will  follows: 

In  the  name  of  God,  Amen — I,  John  Flora  of  Franklin  County  and  State  of  Vir¬ 
ginia,  being  weak  of  body,  but  of  disposing  mind  and  memory  wishing  to  dispose  of 
such  things  as  it  has  pleased  God  to  help  me  with — this  is  my  last  will  and  testament 
in  the  following  manner  to  wit  (1)  I  desire  my  body  to  be  buried  in  a  Christian  man¬ 
ner.  (2)  I  will  and  bequeath  to  my  son,  Jacob  J.  Flora,  the  following  tracts  of  land 
to  wit — the  tract  I  now  live  on  containing  186  acres,  also  one  other  tract  of  eight  and 
three  quarters  acres,  being  the  same  land  bought  of  son,  Samuel  Flora,  and  also  the 
tract  of  53  acres  willed  to  me  by  my  father  Joseph  Flora  including  thirty  acres 
taken  off  the  copet  tract,  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever  for  the  price  of  eleven  hundred 
dollars,  to  which  sum  I  have  taken  his  bond  for  together  with  those  I  hold  against 
sons,  Isaac  Flora,  Samuel  Flora  and  Abraham  Flora  to  be  paid  without  interest.  The 
balance  of  my  estate  I  wish  to  divide  between  my  sons  and  daughters  so  that  my  son 
Samuel  get  one  sixth  part,  my  son  Isaac  one  sixth  part,  Abraham  one  sixth  part  and 
Jacob  one  sixth  part,  my  daughter,  Fannie  Peters,  one  sixth  part  and  my  daughter 
Sallie  Bowman  one  sixth  part.  I  appoint  sons  Isaac,  Abraham  and  Jacob  executors 
of  this  my  last  will  and  testament  who  are  to  take  management  of  my  estate  without 
giving  bond  or  security,  in  witness  and  seal,  July  11,  1854.

Jacob  Flora  (1790-1853)  Family  (Franklin  Co.,  Ya.)

Brethren  and  in 
his  day  services  were  held  in  the  homes.  The  present  Antioch 
church  stands  on  his  farm.  But  it  was  not  built  until  about  1870. 
The  will  of  Jacob  Flora  follows — Found  in  Will  Book  No.  14 — 
Pages  348-349,  filed  in  Court  Records  of  Franklin  County  at 
Rockymount,  Va. 


This  is  the  only  building  left  on  the  Jacob  Flora,  Sr.’s,  old  home.  This  barn  has 
been  neglected.  It  is  now  owned  by  Mr.  Scott.  This  is  the  home  site  of  this  large 
Flora  family. 

I,  Jacob  Flora,  of  the  County  of  Franklin,  and  the  State  of  Virginia,  do  make 
and  ordain  this  my  last  will  and  testament  and  in  the  manner  and  form  following — 
1st  Item — That  all  my  just  debts  be  paid.  2nd  Item — I  give  my  beloved  wife  Hannah 
Flora  one  hundred  dollars  to  be  paid  at  my  death  and  that  a  sufficient  amount  be 
detained  in  the  hands  of  my  executors  to  support  her  during  her  life.  3rd  Item — I 
have  given  my  son  Daniel  Flora  five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  4th  Item — I  have 
given  my  daughter  Susannah  Brubaker  five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  5th  Item — I 
have  given  my  daughter  Elizabeth  Flora  five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  6th  Item — I 
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have  given  my  daughter  Lydia  Ikenberry  five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  7th  Item — I 
have  given  my  daughter  Mary  Bowman  five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  8th  Item  I 
have  given  my  son  Henry  Flora  five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  9th  Item — I  have  given 
my  son  Jacob  Flora  the  tract  of  land  on  which  I  live,  containing  251  acres,  valued  at 
twelve  hundred  dollars.  I  hold  the  bonds  for  six  hundred  and  fifty,  the  amount  above 
what  the  others  have  received.  10th  Item — I  gave  my  daughter  Hannah  Jackson  the 
tract  of  land  on  which  she  and  her  husband,  Andrew  Jackson,  lives  containing  by 
survey  187  acres  priced  at  eight  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  I  hold  the  bonds  of  Andrew 
Jackson,  for  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  the  balance  over  what  the  others  re¬ 
ceived.  11th  Item — I  give  my  son  Jonathan  Flora  the  tract  of  land  joining  Black- 
water  River  containing  by  survey  229  acres  priced  at  nine  hundred  dollars.  I  hold  the 
bonds  of  Jonathan  for  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  the  amount  above  what  the 
others  received.  12th  Item — It  is  my  will  and  desire  that  my  nine  children,  viz., 
Daniel,  Lydia,  Susannah,  Elizabeth,  Mary,  Henry,  Jacob,  Hannah,  and  Jonathan,  all 
be  equal  in  the  final  distribution  of  my  estate.  13th  Item — It  is  my  desire  that  in  no 
case  my  executors  should  receive  interest  from  my  legatees  until  Jonathan  Flora,  the 
youngest  of  the  nine,  arrives  at  thirty-two  years  of  age.  14th  Item — I  appoint  my 
sons  Daniel  Flora,  Henry  Flora,  and  Jonathon  Flora,  as  executors,  to  his  last  will 
and  testament  my  hand  and  seal  this  2nd  day  of  December,  1853.  It  is  my  desire  that 
my  Executors  should  give  security  to  the  above  will.

He 
was  born  in  Franklin  County,  Va.,  and  m.  Mary  M.  Laven¬ 
der  of  Roanoke  County,  Va.

I  shall  insert  here  extracts  from  the  autobiography  of  Isaac  N.  Naff  written 
.about  1900.  This  will  be  of  interest  to  the  Naffs  that  have  married  into  the  Flora 
family  and  in  fact  of  very  special  interest  to  all  the  Floras  of  Franklin  County.  For 
Jacob  Naff  Sr.  married  Catherine  Flora,  a  sister  of  Jacob  Flora,  Sr.,  from  whom  all 
the  Floras  of  Franklin  County  descend.  I  have  access  to  this  autobiography  thru  the 
kindness  of  Mr.  Blair  Jones  of  Pell  City,  Ala.  Mr.  Jones  is  collecting  data  of  the  Naff 
family.  There  are  likely  a  few  errors  in  this  autobiography,  it  is  very  easy  to  get 
names  and  dates  confused.  He  uses  the  name  Eva  Flora  for  Catherine  Flora,  but 
we  have  very  good  information  that  convinces  us  that  this  is  an  error.  The  descend¬ 
ants  of  Joseph  Flora,  Jr.,  will  follow  this  autobiography. 

“I  was  the  youngest  of  eleven  children,  George,  Katherine,  Elizabeth,  Jacob, 
John,  Abraham,  Mary,  Rebecca,  Susannah  and  Isaac. 

My  father’s  name  was  Jacob  and  my  mother’s,  Elizabeth.  They  were  both  born 
and  raised  on  the  Susquehanna,  in  Franklin  County,  Pa. 

My  father  was  the  third  son  of  Jacob  and  Eva  Naff,  who  were  the  parents  of  a 
large  family,  six  sons  and  at  least  four  daughters — Abraham,  Joseph,  Jonathan  and 
David;  Mary,  Sarah,  Katherine,  and  Susannah.  My  grandfather,  Jacob  Naff,  and  an 
older  brother,  Sebastian,  by  name,  were  immigrants  from  Germany,  near  the  border 
of  Switzerland. 

Sebastian  arrived  first  at  Philadedphia,  and  then  awaited  the  arrival  of  his  young¬ 
er  borther,  who,  on  his  arrival,  was  sold  to  serve  seven  years  to  pay  for  his  passage 
across  the  Atlantic.  His  older  brother  generously  joined  with  him  to  work  out  the 
alloted  time,  and  thereby  reduced  it  to  three  and  a  half  years.  What  their  occupation 
was  is  not  known,  but  as  they  subsequently  owned  large  bodies  of  land,  it  is  sup¬ 
posed  that  they  were  engaged  in  farming. 

My  grandfather  subsequently  married  Miss  Eva  Flora,  or  Flohr,  whose  parents 
also  emigrated  from  Germany,  but  she  herself  was  born  on  their  passage  across  the 
Atlantic. 

After  a  number  of  years,  the  two  brothers  removed  with  their  families  from 
Franklin  County,  Pa.,  to  Franklin  County,  Va.  Sebastian  had  but  two  children,  both 
sons,  and  settled  at  the  junction  of  the  North  and  South  Forks  of  Blackwater,  which 
is  today  one  of  the  most  beautiful,  the  most  fertile,  and  most  productive  portions  of 
this  large  county. 

Jacob,  with  his  family,  except  two  of  his  children,  Abraham  and  Sarah,  who  re¬ 
mained  in  Philadelphia  or  Balitmore,  very  much,  as  it  was  then  thought,  as  the  sons- 
in-law  of  Lot  remained  in  the  cities  of  Sodom  and  Gomorrah,  settled  on  the  headwa¬ 
ters  of  Magodee,  likewise  the  confluence  of  the  North  and  South  branches.  Here  the 
ground  was  equaly  fertile  and  productive,  but  with  smaller  area,  much  more  rugged, 
being  almost  wholly  surrounded  by  lofty  spurs  running  down  from  the  Blue  Ridge, 
and  forming  a  hollow  square  or  cove  like  basin.  The  water  that  gurgles  from  the 
mountain  sides  is  pure  and  cold,  as  if  issuing  from  a  modern  refrigerator;  and  the  sce¬ 
nery  superbly  grand  and  enchanting.  To  this  beautiful  sequestered  vale,  my  father 
brought  his  young  and  beautiful  bride  sometime  during  the  month  of  January,  1793, 
having  married  her  when  she  was  18  on  the  30th  day  of  December,  1792.  She  was 
the  daughter  of  Dr.  George  Stover,  and  her  mother’s  maiden  name  was  Price.  Dr. 
Stover  later  moved  from  Franklin  County,  Pa.,  to  Botetourt  Springs,  in  Roanoke 
County,  Va.  He  was  said  to  have  been  the  father  of  twenty  children,  ten  by  his  first 
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marriage  and  ten  by  a  second.  He  died  in  a  good  old  age,  and  many  of  his  descend¬ 
ants  are  still  to  be  found  in  the  counties  of  Botetourt  and  Roanoke. 

My  grandfather  and  grandmother  both  lived  to  very  old  age  and  died  on  the 
ground  they  had  selected  as  their  home.  I  have  a  distinct  recollection  of  the  death  of 
my  grandmother,  although  so  far  it  was  the  first  impresion  of  death  that  was  ever 
made  on  my  mind,  the  memory  of  it  is  vivid  even  to  the  present  day. 

My  eldest  brother,  George,  was  born  October  7,  1793,  and  during  the  month  of 
January,  1794,  following,  tradition  says,  my  father,  with  his  wife  and  young  child, 
made  a  visit  to  her  father’s  in  Pa.  on  horseback.  Of  course,  at  that  day,  there  could 
have  been  no  other  means  of  making  such  a  journey,  and  from  our  luxuriant  stand¬ 
point,  it  looks  as  it  must  have  been  made  at  the  hazard  of  life  and  limb. 

Other  children  were  born  to  them  in  regular  succession  until,  as  above  said,  the 
number  of  them  had  reached  ten — four  sons  and  six  daughters.  Then,  on  the  6th  of 
October,  1817,  twenty-four  years  after  the  birth  of  the  first  born,  my  mother  gave 
birth  to  her  youngest,  who  is  the  subject  of  these  notes. 

My  father  died  about  the  year  1829  at  the  age  of  61,  from  an  injury  received  to 
his  jawbone  when  a  young  man.  My  mother  survived  him  about  27  years  and  died  in 
1856  at  the  age  of  82.  Their  children  all  lived  to  maturity  and  all  raised  families 
with  one  exception.  Hannah,  although  married,  remained  childless. 

My  parents  were  plain,  frugal,  industrious,  God-fearing,  and  God  honoring  peo¬ 
ple.  They  knew  nothing  of  the  conventionalities  of  modern  society,  but  surrounded 
themselves  with  all  the  necessities  for  a  peaceful,  quiet,  and  happy  home,  which 
industry,  sound  judgment,  and  the  advantages  of  the  age  in  which  they  lived  could 
afford. 

In  the  family  circle  they  invariably  used  the  German  language,  except  when 
strangers  were  present  who  used  the  English.  My  father  understood  the  English  and 
was  able  to  read  the  English  Bible  and  Hymnbook,  though  he  spoke  very  brokenly;  I 
remember  an  incident  that  occurred  in  my  father’s  English  reading  when  I  was  quite 
small,  which  made  an  indelible  impression  on  my  mind.  He  was  reading  an  old  hymn 
descriptive  of  our  Saviour’s  childhood,  the  only  couplet  of  which  I  have  any  recol¬ 
lection  ran  as  follows: 

“Then  he  became  a  bigger  child, 

And  sat  on  Mary’s  knee.” 

He  read  it  thus — 

“Then  he  became  a  ‘nigger’  child,  etc.” 

He  turned  to  my  mother  and  said  in  German,  ‘Here  is  something  that  seems 
very  strange.  I  don’t  see  why  it  should  be  so.  It  reads,  Then  He  became  a  ‘nigger 
child  and  sat  on  Mary’s  knee.  My  mother  was  able  to  explain  the  difficulty  and  he 
laughed  heartily  at  his  mistake. 

My  recollection  of  him  is  that  he  was  exceedingly  grave  and  sedate  in  all  his 
intercourse,  especially  with  his  own  household.  Tho  perfectly  kind  and  even  indul¬ 
gent;  yet  I  never  knew  him  to  indulge  in  anything  like  levity  or  hilarity.  My  feelings 
towards  him  were  those  of  the  most  profound  revernece  and  even  awe,  though  I 
have  no  recollection  of  him  ever  having  used  a  harsh  or  unkind  word  in  addressing 
me.  Yet  in  his  presence  I  always  maintained  the  most  careful  silence,  and  would  not 
for  any  consideration  have  made  any  noise  that  might  have  disturbed  him. 

With  my  mother,  I  felt  much  more  free.  While  she  was  perhaps  equally  grave 
and  sedate,  yet  I  felt  a  marked  difference  in  her  presence.  Not  that  I  loved  her  less  or 
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that  I  thought  her  less  worthy  of  reverence,  but  simply  because  I  had  the  feeling  that 
there  was  in  her  heart  more  of  the  gentle  suavity  of  motherly  indulgence. 

In  their  religious  conviction  they  belonged  to  that  somewhat  obscure  and  perhaps 
much  misunderstood  denomination  called,  Dunkards,  Dunkers  or  Tunkers.  At  the 
time  of  which  I  write,  there  was  doubtless  more  of  moral  excellence  and  Christian 
rectitude  between  man  and  man,  based  on  the  Golden  Rule,  Therefore  all  things 
whatsoever  ye  would  that  men  should  do  to  you,  do  ye  to  them;  for  this  is  the  law 
and  the  prophets.’  And  how  much  soever  they  may  have  been  traduced  for  their 
want  of  experimental  religion,  yet  they,  in  most  respects,  were  beautifully  conformed 
to  the  requirements  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ. 

I  say,  at  the  time  of  which  I  write.,  for  at  that  early  period  their  church  embraced 
none  but  the  best  families  in  that  sphere  to  which  they  belonged.  Their  doctrines  and 
discipline  were  by  no  means  popular  because  they  tolerated  naught  but  the  strictest 
adherence  to  purity,  morality  and  temperance. 

One  of  their  distinctive  peculiarities  was  their  mode  of  Baptism.  It  consisted  in 
dipping  the  subject  three  times,  face  forward,  under  the  water.  ‘In  the  name  of  the 
Father;  and  of  the  Son;  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.’  This  they  maintained  as  in  a  certain 
measure  essential  to  salvation.  Not  that  there  could  be  no  salvation  without  it,  but, 
if  known  and  understood,  if  rejected,  would  be  positive  proof  of  disobedience  to  the 
divine  command.  The  ordinance,  when  properly  administered,  was  by  no  means  dis¬ 
orderly  or  unbecoming.  The  subject  kneeling  down  in  the  water  of  sufficient  depth  to 
cover  most  of  the  body,  was  plunged  gently  and  skillfully  forward  by  the  adminis¬ 
trator  until  the  head  and  shoulders  were  completely  submerged,  then,  after  an  inter¬ 
val  for  breathing  again,  and  so  on  without  rising  until  trine  immersion  had  been 
achieved. 

In  all  these  things  they  were  strictly  conscientious  and  their  faith  absolutely  un¬ 
swerving.  The  greatest  objection  that  could  be  reasonably  used  against  them  at  that 
period  was  that  they  were  almost  wholly  unaggressive  and  opposed  to  anything  like 
a  liberal  education.  They  could  feel  perfectly  serene  in  their  own  adherence  to  the 
commandments  of  Christ,  but  regarded  the  rest  of  mankind  rather  as  aliens,  for 
whom  it  was  hardly  reasonable  to  expect  anything  like  pure  and  undefiled  religion. 
Education  they  looked  upon  as  fostering  pride  and  opening  up  the  way  to  innovation, 
and  thus  to  a  departure  from  the  simplicity  of  the  faith  once  derived  to  the  saints.” 

The  subject  of  this  autobiography  was  born  in  1817,  died  in  1909.  This  was  like¬ 
ly  written  in  his  later  years.  The  foregoing  extracts  from  the  autobiography  was 
loaned  me  by  Dr.  G.  M.  Naff,  of  Emporia,  Va.,  in  the  fall  of  1943.

I,  Michael  Peters;  of  the  county  of  Franklin  and  state  of  Va.,  do  hereby  make 
this  my  last  will  and  testament  in  manner  and  form  following,  hereby  revoking  all 
former  wills  by  me  made.  First — I  desire  that  my  beloved  wife,  Mary  Peters,  shall, 
after  my  death,  continue  to  live  and  occupy  house  in  which  we  now  live  during  her 
life  and  that  she  have  all  the  furniture  now  in  the  house  or  any  part  of  it  that  she  may 
choose  for  and  during  her  life.  I  give  her  one  hundred  dollars  in  money  to  be  paid 
her  by  my  executors  hereinafter  named  which  amount  she  is  to  have  entire  control  of 
.and  use  as  she  may  think  proper.  I  lend  to  my  wife  seven  hundred  dollars  in  money 
during  her  life,  which  amount  is  to  be  held  by  my  executors  which  amount  they  may 
use  by  paying  six  per  cent  inetrest,  or  they  may  lend  it  to  any  of  the  legatees  or  any 
other  safe  person,  at  six  per  cent  interest,  and  they,  the  said  executors,  are  to  pay 
over  to  my  wife  the  interest  for  her  use  and  support  annually  during  her  life. 
Second — I  desire  that  my  executors  sell  all  my  estate  of  which  I  may  die  possessed, 
except  that  portion  I  have  given  my  wife,  and  that  collect  all  debts  due  me  as  soon 
as  they  can  do  so,  and  after  paying  my  funeral  expense  and  my  debts  I  may  owe, 
divide  the  residue  equally  among  all  my  children  then  living  and  the  children  of  such 
as  may  be  dead,  the  children  of  such  to  have  part  as  the  parents  would  have  been 
.entitled  to  if  they  had  been  living.  Third — I  have  heretofore  given  to  my  children 
and  grandchildren  in  cash  and  property  as  follows  to  wit,  Christian  Peters  in  his  life 
one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars — To  Susannah  Barnhart  $350 — To  Abraham  Peters 
$350 — To  Elizabeth  Naff  in  her  life  time  $150,  and  to  her  two  children,  Barbara 
Flora  and  Mary  Brubaker,  since  her  death,  $100  each,  making  the  sum  of  $350;  to 
Mary  Naff  $350 — to  Joseph  Peters  $350 — to  Salome  Montgomery  $350;  to  Magda¬ 
lene  Layman  $350;  and  to  Daniel  Peters  $350;  which  makes  all  my  children  and  the 
cihldren  of  such  as  have  died  equal,  except  my  granddaughter,  Mary  Jane  Peters, 
the  daughter  of  Christian  Peters  (deceased),  who  in  his  life  time  only  received  $150. 
I  desire  that  the  said  Mary  Jane  Peters  receive  $200  to  make  her  equal  before  any 
.distribution  is  made  and  then  the  balance  equaly  divided  among  my  children  and 
grandchildren  as  mentioned  in  the  second  clause  of  this  will.  Fourth — I  desire,  after 
the  death  of  my  wife,  my  executors  sell  my  property,  which  1  have  loaned  her  during 
her  life  time  and  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  and  together  with  the  money  I  have 
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loaned  to  her,  make  an  equal  distribution  among  my  children  and  grandchildren  as 
herein  before  provided,  and  if  it  should  happen  that  there  should  not  be  enough  of 
my  estate  to  pay  my  granddaughter,  Mary  Jane  Peters,  the  $200  to  make  her  equal 
before  the  death  of  my  wife  that  she  is  then  to  have  the  $200  or  what  may  be  lacking 
to  make  that  amount  so  that  she  shall  be  equal  before  my  distribution  is  made,  it  be¬ 
ing  my  desire  that  she  shall  receive  that  amount  before  my  distribution  is  made  before 
or  after  the  death  of  my  wife.  Fifth— That  portion  of  my  estate  which  will  go  to  my 
granddaughter,  Mary  Jane  Peters,  the  $200  which  she  is  to  have  to  make  her  equal 
I  give  to  Isaac  Naff  to  hold  in  trust  for  safe  use  of  the  said  Mary  Jane  Peters,  the 
money  to  be  loaned  by  the  said  Isaac  Naff  and  the  interest  to  be  supplied  to  the  sup¬ 
port  of  said  Mary  Jane  Peters  and  if  the  interest  should  not  be  sufficient  for  that 
purpose,  then  the  said  Isaac  Naff,  in  his  discretion,  is  to  take  such  part  of  the  princi¬ 
pal  from  time  to  time  as  will  be  sufficient  for  her  support  and  no  part  of  the  principal 
is  to  be  taken  unless  the  interest  should  not  be  sufficient.  It  is  my  intention  that  the 
share  given  him  shall  be  held  for  her  and  her  issues  that  may  survive.  Sixth — I  ap¬ 
point  my  three  sons,  Abraham  Peteis,  Joseph  Peters  and  Daniel  Peters,  executors  of 
my  last  will  and  testament.

In  the  name  of  God,  I,  Samuel  Flora,  of  the  County  of  Franklin,  and  the  state 
£of  Virginia,  being  in  sound  mind  and  disposing  memory,  have  taken  into  considera¬ 
tion  the  certainty  of  death  and  the  uncertainty  of  life  do  hereby  dispose  of  my  world¬ 
ly  goods  as  follows,  to  wit:  First — I  will  that  all  my  just  debts  be  paid.  Secondly — I 
rgive  unto  my  son,  John  Flora,  the  tract  of  land  on  which  he  now  lives  containing  one 
hundred  and  seventy  acres  more  or  less  and  said  John  Flora  shall  pay  unto  my  son 
Joel  Flora  eighty  dollars,  and  to  my  daughter,  Hannah  Kesler,  seventy  dollars,  the 
sum  to  be  paid  in  three  annual  payments,  and  he  shall  pay  no  interest.  Thirdly — I 
give  unto  my  son  Joel  Flora  sixty  acres  of  land,  which  is  laid  off  to  him  and  he  is 
to  have  my  small  stove.  Fourthly — I  give  my  daughter,  Elizabeth  Flora,  the  tract  of 
land  on  which  I  reside  containing  five  acres  more  or  less,  and  also  my  large  stove  and 
copper  kettle,  iron  kettle,  tea  kettle,  two  dutch  ovens,  two  iron  pots,  and  I  give  unto 
my  daughter  Elizabeth  one  cow  and  calf  and,  if  there  be  any  linen  or  cloth,  she  shall 
have  all,  and  Elizabeth  shall  pay  unto  my  daughter,  Hannah  Kesler,  thirty  dollars  in 
three  annual  payments  and  she  shall  pay  no  interest,  and  the  balance  of  my  property 
to  be  equally  divided  between  my  four  children,  John  Flora,  and  Joel  Flora,  and 
Hannah  Kesler,  and  Elizabeth  Flora;  and,  lastly,  I  constitute  and  appoint  my  son, 
John  Flora,  executor  of  my  estate,  August  the  29th,  1843.

In  the  clerk’s  office  of  Botetourt 
County,  Va.,  in  deed  book  No.  8,  page  421,  it  is  recorded  that 
Jacob  and  Magdaline  Eller  sold  to  John  and  Anna  Brubaker  a 
120  acre  tract  of  land  June  12,  1804.  The  old  Brubaker  home 
in  Roanoke  County  was  a  few  miles  northeast  of  Salem,  Va. 
Some  of  the  original  buildings  still  stand  just  adjacent  to  the 
present  home  of  Charles  O.  Montgomery.  John  and  Anna  My¬ 
ers  Brubaker  were  Mennonites  when  they  came  to  Va.,  but  soon 
after  settling  in  Va.  they  united  with  the  German  Baptist  Breth¬ 
ren.

In  box  1534  in  the  Recorder’s  Office  in  the  Court  House  at 
Eaton,  Preble  County,  you  will  find  his  will  recorded  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

I,  Abraham  Flora,  of  the  County  of  Preble  and  the  state  of  Ohio — Do  make  and 
publish  this,  my  last  will  and  testament,  in  the  following  manner,  that  is  to  Lay — 
First: — It  is  my  will  that  all  my  funeral  expenses  and  all  my  just  debts  be  paid  in 
full.  Second: — It  is  my  will  that  with  whomsoever  of  my  children  I  may  reside  at 
the  time  of  my  decease,  that  they  shall  be  fully  paid  out  of  my  estate,  either  in  mon¬ 
ey,  or  in  property  that  I  may  have,  at  the  time,  for  all  the  trouble  and  expense  of  my 
sickness  and  decease,  to  be  at  the  option  of  the  one  I  live  with.  Third: — It  is  my  will 
that  my  executors  sell  all  my  property,  both  real  and  personal,  as  soon  after  my 
decease  as  convenient,  either  at  private  or  personal  sale.  Fourth: — I  give  and  divide 
to  all  my  children,  that  is  to  say,  Henry,  John,  the  heirs  of  Daniel,  Jonas,  Jacob,  Eli¬ 
zabeth,  married  to  Benjamin  Frantz,  Susannah,  married  to  John  Brubaker,  an  equal 
share  of  all  my  estate,  both  real  and  personal,  to  be  divided,  share  and  share  alike, 
and  that  the  heirs  of  my  son  Daniel  (deceased),  shall  receive  an  equal  share  with  the 
rest  of  my  children,  out  of  the  estate  of  my  daughter,  Mary,  (deceased). 

And,  lastly,  I  hereby  constitute  and  appoint  Henry  Flora,  my  son,  Henry  Bru¬ 
baker,  and  John  Brubaker,  my  son-in-laws,  (one  name  not  legible),  to  be  the  execu¬ 
tors  of  this,  my  last  will  and  testament,  revoking  and  annuling  all  former  wills  by  me 
made,  and  avow  this  and  no  other  to  be  my  last  will  and  testament.  In  testimony 
whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal,  this  the  27th  day  of  July,  1849. 
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Signed — Published  by  the  foregoing  named  Abraham  Flora  as,  and  for  his  last . 
will  and  testament,  in  the  presence  of  us,  who,  at  this  request,  have  signed.

Thomas  Peters  of  Franklin  Co.  The  brothers  and  sisters  of 
Priscilla  Gish  were  Lydia  Gish  m.  Peter  Nininger;  Katie  Gish  m.  Sperry;  Cassie  Gish 
m.  Daniel  Kinzie;  Polly  Gish  m.  George  Layman  Sr.,  their  children  were  Lewis,  Ja¬ 
cob,  Joseph,  Priscilla  m.  Tom  Gross,  Cassie  m.  Abram  Kinzie,  Mary  m.  Nathan 

Nininger,  and  George  Jr.,  m.  Catherine  Denton,  Annie  Gish,  m . Moomaw; 

Susan  m . Carney;  and  Jacob  Gish  was  married  and  had  the  following  chil¬ 

dren — Jacob  Gish  Jr.,  Mary,  that  m.  Samuel  Shaver — Lydia,  never  married. 

ADDITIONAL  DATA  ABOUT  THE  NAFF  FAMILY 

Sebastian  and  Jacob  Naff  were  emigrants  from  Germany,  they  landed  at  Phila¬ 
delphia,  Pa.  Sebastian  arrived  first,  but  he  waited  until  the  arrival  of  his  brother, 
Jacob,  who,  on  his  arrival,  was  sold  to  serve  as  a  laborer  for  seven  years  to  pay  for 
his  passage  across  the  Atlantic.  His  older  brother,  Sebastian,  graciously  joined  him  to 
work  out  the  time,  so  in  three  and  one-half  years  they  were  released.  They  first  set¬ 
tled  along  the  Susquehanna  River  near  Harrisburg,  Pa.  Later  they  moved  to  Freder¬ 
ick  County,  Md.,  and  still  later  to  Franklin  County,  Va.  Sebastian  had  but  two  chil¬ 
dren,  both  sons,  and  he  settled  near  the  junction  of  the  north  and  south  branches  of 
the  Blackwater  river,  Jacob  and  all  his  family  but  two  children,  Abraham  and  Susan, 
who  remained  in  Pa.,  settled  on  the  headwaters  of  the  Magodee  Creek.  This  Jacob 
Naff  m.  Catherine  Flora  (who  was  a  daughter  of  Joseph  J.  Flory,  Sr.,  the  immigrant 
father  that  landed  at  Phila.  in  1732.)  This  Catherine  Flora  was  a  sister  of  Jacob 
Flora,  the  pioneer  Flora  to  settle  in  Franklin  County.  The  children  of  Jacob  and 
Catherine  Flora  Naff  follow — Mary,  Abraham,  Sarah,  Susannah,  Elizabeth  m.

Some  additional  information  and  data  as  to  the  first  settlement  of  the  Joseph  J. 
Flory,  Sr.,  family,  who  was  the  father  of  Jacob  Flora  and  Catherine  Flora  Naff  that 
settled  in  Franklin  County,  Va.  (Thanks  to  Mr.  Bunderman,  of  the  Flory-Flora  gene- 
alogy  and  history  published  in  1948  for  this  information.) 

The  immigrant  family  reached  the  vicinity  of  their  new  home  in  Rapho  Town¬ 
ship,  Lancaster  County,  Pa.,  in  latter  part  of  September  or  first  of  October  in  1733. 

The  first  settlement  was  northwest  of  Old  Line  close  to  the  present  location  of  Union 
Square. 

Joseph  was  probably  a  squatter  for  a  time  and  built  his  dugout  against  a  hillside, 
like  many  other  settlers  near  a  supply  of  spring  water.  Wolves  at  night  time,  attracted 
by  smell  of  humans,  scratched  dirt  down  the  chimney,  and  it  was  necessary  to  throw 
blazing  bits  of  wood  up  the  chimney  to  frighten  them  away.  Indians  were  a  menace 
until  the  massacre  of  the  Indians  by  the  Paxtang  Boys  at  Conestoga  in  1863. 

Nothing  further  was  recorded  pertaining  to  this  family,  until  October  1741,  when 
the  pioneer  father,  Joseph  died  suddenly  at  the  age  of  59.  There  is  record  that  his 
widow,  Mary  Flory,  in  conjunction  with  Jacob  Coffman  and  Jacob  Snider,  were  made 
administrators  of  his  estate.  From  land  grants  to  Joseph  and  John  Flory  we  have 
something  definite  as  to  location  of  the  home  of  the  pioneer  Flory  family.  According 
to  land  grant  records  of  Lancaster  Co.,  warrant  No.  139  was  taken  out  by  John  Flory 
October  1,  1746,  for  one  hundred  acres.  It  was  deeded  by  John  Penn,  one  of  the 
sons  of  William  Penn,  to  John  Flory,  as  the  “Flory  Gardens.”  When  survey  was  re¬ 
turned  April  16,  1776,  it  was  found  to  contain  one  hundred  and  seventy-four  and 
three-fourths  acres  instead  of  one  hundred,  as  mentioned  in  the  original  grant.  This 
tract,  known  in  those  days  as  the  Flory  Gardens  and  referred  to  as  such  in  the  deeds, 
was  located  a  little  to  the  west  and  to  the  north  of  the  present  Union  Square.  The 
old  pioneer  brother,  Joseph,  took  out  warrant  No.  140  on  October  1,  1746,  for  100 
acres.  It  was  also  deeded  by  John  Penn  and  was  known  as  the  Joseph  Flory  tract. 
When  the  survey  was  returned  it  contained  165.4  acres  instead  of  100.  This  tract  was 
north  and  west  of  the  tract  deeded  to  John  Flory.  At  that  time  these  tracts  were 
bounded  by  lands  of  John  and  Peter  Brubaker,  Thomas  Conely,  Sebastian  Duncle, 
Jacob  Fox,  Jacob  Tice  and  a  Fisher  family. 

At  present,  parts  of  this  tract  are  occupied  by  Clyde  Shelly,  Charles  Kauffman, 
William  Rice  and  Samuel  Geib.  The  Mastersonville  -  Union  Square  road  cuts  this 
tract.  The  combined  John  Flory  Gardens  and  the  Joseph  Flory  tract  was  slightly 
more  than  340  acres  and  covered  most  of  the  territory  between  Mastersonville  and 
Union  Square  on  the  southwest  side  of  road  and  a  small  section  on  northeast  side. 
The  creek  on  the  present  Wisecarver  farm  cut  thru  northern  end  of  Flory  Gardens 
and  continued  through  the  middle  of  the  Joseph  Flory  tract.  At  the  present  time, 
1948,  this  creek  crosses  the  road  about  four-tenths  of  a  mile  from  Union  Square.  This 
partial  description  will  enable  the  descendants  to  locate  the  approximate  section  of 
land  warranted  by  the  pioneer  sons,  John  and  Joseph  Flory,  in  1746. 

There  was  a  family  cemetery  on  the  Wisecarver  farm  about  nine-tenths  mile 
west  of  Union  Square  on  the  Elizabethtown  road  toward  Elizabethtown.  It  was  thot 
at  one  time  this  cemetery  contained  about  twenty  stones.  But  this  cemetery  has  been 
abandoned  and  some  of  the  remaining  stones  were  moved  to  the  Milton  Grove  ceme¬ 
tery. 

This  gives  brief  information  of  Joseph  J.  Flory,  Jr.,  John  Flory,  of  Pa. 
and  Abraham  Flory  of  Va.  and  Ohio.  A  more  detailed  genealogy  of  these 
families  you  will  find  in  the  Bunderman  history  published  in  1948.  This 
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book  is  given  especially  to  the  Jacob  Flora  family  of  Franklin  Co.,  Va.  No 
date  on  the  children,  Maria  and  Hanliey.  For  additional  information  on 
the  Catherine  Flora  Naff,  I  refer  you  to  Mr.  Blair  Jones  of  Pell  City,  Ala.

He  died  suddenly  in  the  midst  of  an  ev¬ 
angelistic  meeting  at  Pyrmont,  Ind.,  November  9,  1914. 
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He  was  a  man  of  great  courage  and  possessed  a  very 
forceful  personality.

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CHAPTER  FIFTEEN 

Unconnected  FIora-Flory  Families  in  the  States 

The  Three  Brothers  —  Immigrants  -  1754 

According  to  an  authority  on  Penna.  German  Pioneers — Strassburger,  Volume 
1,  three  brothers,  Hans  George  Florin,  Johannes  Florin  and  Adolph  Florin,  landed 
at  the  Port  of  Philadelphia  November  7,  1854  from  Wittenburg,  Germany;  sailed  on 
ship,  “John  and  Elizabeth,”  from  Amsterdam  and  Portsmouth. 

The  three  brothers  first  settled  in  Northampton  County,  Pa.  John  and  descend¬ 
ants  remained  here.  His  will  appears  in  Northampton  court  house  records  at  Easton, 
Pa.,  made  April  2,  1801,  signed  John  C.  Flora,  Mt.  Bethel,  Pa.  Everything  willed  to 
his  wife,  Christina. 

In  the  absence  of  absolute  proof,  it  is  my  belief  that  the  similarity  of  spelling 
and  close  proximity  of  points  of  origin,  Palatinate  and  Wittenburg,  Germany,  are 
evidence  of  some  connection  between  Joseph  of  1733  and  these  three  brothers  of 
1754.  Joseph  may  have  been  an  uncle  of  these  three  brothers.  Correspondence  be¬ 
tween  the  immigrants  and  their  relatives  in  Europe,  describing  the  wonders  of  the 
New  World  was  a  powerful  and  impelling  influence  on  the  younger  generations  in 
those  families. 

1  a  John  Flory  d.  May  1801  m.  Christina  Hahnin  on  April  7,  1760.  He  was  buried 
in  the  Old  Lutheran  and  Reformed  cemetery  in  Easton,  Pa. 

2  a  John  Flory  Jr.  1761-1827  m.  Elizabeth  Illick  1771-1837.  Buried  at  Stone 
Church,  Centerville,  Pa.  They  had  thirteen  children.  Their  descendants  reside 
largely  in  Northampton  Co.,  Pa. 

2  b  Ludwig  Flory  1768-1851.  This  family  lived  in  Fulton  County,  Pa.  Both  bur¬ 
ied  in  Lutheran  cemetery,  McConnelsburg,  Pa.  They  had  three  children. 

2  c  Elizabeth  Flory — No  trace  of  descendants. 

2  d  George  Flory  1777-1858.  Lived  in  Franklin  County,  Pa.  Buried  in  Lutheran 
cemetery,  Chambersburg,  Pa.  George  and  his  brother  John  were  cabinet  mak¬ 
ers.  George  had  nine  children. 

1  b  Adolph  Flory  settled  in  Mt.  Bethel  Township  in  Northampton  Co.,  Pa.,  June  18, 
1774.  On  June  4,  1787,  he  sold  his  land  and  moved  to  Botetourt  County,  Va., 
and  later  to  Wythe  County,  Va.,  in  1791,  where  he  took  up  300  acres  of  land 
and  88  acres  more  in  1796.  He  willed  his  property  to  his  two  sons,  John  and 
David,  in  1819;  daughters  Catherine  and  Christine  Flory  Graybill  were  men¬ 
tioned  in  his  will.  This  land  was  located  in  Draper’s  Valley,  which  is  in  Pulaski 
County  at  the  present  time,  Pulaski  County  is  a  part  of  what  was  once  Wythe 
County.  The  following  marriage  licenses  are  on  record  from  1818-1834 — David 
Flora,  Adam  Flora,  Henry  Flora,  and  Jonathan  Flora.  John  and  David  Flora 
deeded  large  tracts  of  land  to  John  and  Joseph  Draper.  There  seems  to  be  no 
trace  of  any  one  by  the  name  of  Flora  residing  here  at  the  present  time,  we  are 
inclined  to  think  they  must  have  moved  to  some  other  location. 

1  c  George  Flory,  according  to  Keve’s  genealogy  located  in  Lower  Sancon  Town¬ 
ship,  Northampton  Co.,  Pa.,  and  later  appeared  in  Botetourt  Co.,  Va.,  with  his 
brother  Adolph.  In  marriage  records  of  Botetourt  Co.,  at  Fincastle,  Va.,  his 
daughter  Migy  married  Frederick  Taylor.  No  assuarnce  of  other  descendants  of 

this  brother. 

The  following  marriage  records  appear  in  the  Clerk’s  office,  Fincastle,  Va.: 
Eleanor  Flora,  daughter  of  James  Flora,  to  Henry  Surber,  March  9,  1801 — Eli- 
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zabeth  Flora  to  Henry  Lemon,  November  26,  1823 — James  Flora  to  Barbara 
Helmintoller  September  8,  1817,  and  John  Flora  to  Hannah  Dollman  in  1832. 

YORK  COUNTY,  PA. 

A  number  of  people  by  the  name  of  Flory  reside  in  York  County,  Pa.  The  name 
is  spelled  Flury,  Fleuri,  Fleury  and  Flory.  For  more  complete  data  of  the  Florys  of 
York  County,  Pa.,  see  Bunderman’s  Flory-Flora  history,  pages  238-248  and  253-258. 
According  to  authority  in  Penna.  German  Pioneers — Strassburger  Vol.  1,  Pierre  Flory 
from  Palatinate,  Germany,  sailed  on  the  ship  “Mary  of  London”  from  Rotterdam  and 
arrived  at  Philadelphia  September  26,  1732.  Pierre  Flory  was  listed  as  a  Huguenot 
and  having  settled  in  Lancaster  County,  Pa.,  in  1738.  York  County  was  a  part  of 
Lancaster  County  till  1749,  when  it  was  organized  as  a  separate  county.  No  records 
of  a  Pierre  Flory,  but  there  are  records  of  an  Abraham  Flory,  who  lived  in  Hellem 
Township,  York  County,  Pa.,  May  10,  1751.  He  and  his  wife  Susanna  were  buried 
in  the  Strickler  cemetery,  one  mile  from  Wrightsville,  in  1777.  We  infer  that  he  was 
a  son  of  Pierre  F!o~y  of  York  Countv,  historian  of  the  Flory  Reunion  for  a  number 
of  years;  descends  from  this  Abraham  Flory.  His  great  uncle,  Levi,  b.  1833,  saw  the 
family  record  of  Abraham  Flory  and  took  a  copy  of  it.  According  to  this  reco  d, 
he  had  fourteen  children,  as  follows: — 

1  a  Pierre  Flory — immigrant  from  Palatinate,  Germany,  in  1732. 

2  a  Abraham  Flory,  immigrant  son,  naturalized  in  Philadelphia  in  1743.  A  large 
land  owner.  Deeds  record  more  than  800  acres. 

3  a  Isaac  Flory  1740-1809.  He  was  a  weaver  and  owned  130  acre  farm.  Served 
in  Revolutionary  War. 

4  a  Jacob  Flory  1784-1868.  He  had  eleven  children  and  twenty-two  grand¬ 
children. 

3  b  Jacob  Flory  1742-1813.  A  weaver  and  land  owner.  Children — Nancy, 
Elizabeth,  Barbara,  Anna  and  Susanna. 

3  c  Abraham  Flory  1746-1822.  Farmer.  Served  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  He 
had  nine  children — Five  sons  and  four  daughters. 

3  d  Henry  Flory  1749-1819  m.  Rosanna  Rector  1760-1854.  He  lived  at  New¬ 
port  in  Perry  County,  Pa.  Served  in  Revolutionary  War.  They  had  four 
children  and  eleven  grandchildren. 

3  e  John  Flory  1752-1823  m.  Anna  Kauffman.  Served  in  the  Revolutionary 
War.  First  owned  a  farm  in  Lancaster  County,  Pa.,  then  bought  a  farm 
about  three  miles  east  of  York,  Pa.,  on  Vinegar  Ferry  Road.  He  built  a 
brick  yard,  burnt  brick  and  built  a  brick  house  in  1809 — later  built  a  brick 
barn.  His  son,  Abraham,  took  over  the  farm.  In  1842  Abraham  discon¬ 
tinued  farming,  built  a  new  house  and  moved  into  it  about  1850.  He  sold 
the  farm  in  1857  and  moved  to  York.  He  had  three  children,  two  sons 
and  a  daughter.  His  son,  Abraham,  had  eight  children  and  twenty-five 
grandchildren.  His  son  John  was  a  Brethren  preacher  and  had  three  chil¬ 
dren  and  seven  grandchildren. 

UNCONNECTED  FLORY-FLORA  FAMILIES 

In  old  records  of  Blue  Mountain  Church,  Strausstown,  Berks  County,  Pa., 
where  Englehard  Flora  m.  Eilzabeth  Erb  in  1741,  and  two  of  their  children  were 
baptized  in  1751  and  1753.  Their  names  and  dates  of  birth  are,  John  Jacob  Flora  b. 
October  10,  1751,  and  Maria  Magdalena  Flora  b.  June  11,  1753.  There  is  also  evi¬ 
dence  that  John  Jacob  had  a  brother  David  in  York  County.  The  descendants  of 
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this  family  later  appear  in  York,  Adams  and  Franklin  Counties,  Pa.,  and  Washington 
Co.,  Md.

William  Flora’s  grandfather,  Jonas  Flora,  came  from  Germany  and  settled  in 
Ohio.  Jonas  had,  at  least  one  son  Abraham  who  married  Sarah  Ellis  of  Ind.  They 
went  to  Greene,  Iowa,  and  settled  on  a  farm.  They  went  to  Cal.  in  1894.  Both  died 
a  few  years  later.  He  was  91  years  of  age.  They  celebrated  their  golden  wedding 
anniversary  in  1891,  at  which  every  member  of  his  family  that  were  living  were  pres¬ 
ent — six  children — fourteen  grandchildren  and  four  great-grandchildren.

A  Flora  family  of  German  origin  came  to  America  from  Wittenburg,  Germany, 
early  in  the  eighteenth  century.  Some  of  the  sixth  generation  descendants  report  that 
George  Flora  and  his  brother  came  to  Baltimore,  Md.,  in  1792.  Soon  after  coming  to 
America  the  one  brother  died,  leaving  George  to  carry  the  family  name.  Jacob 
Flora,  probably  a  younger  son  of  George,  migrated  to  Somerset  County,  Pa.  In  1816, 
he  migrated  to  Stark  County,  Ohio,  where  his  family  grew  to  maturity.  In  1844  he 
moved  with  his  family  to  Clear  Creek  Township,  Huntington  County  Ind.,  with  his 
sons,  David  and  Daniel,  and  here  he  died  a  few  years  later.

Abijah  Flora  appeared  before  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Ross  County, 
O.,  in  November  1832,  age  75  years,  and  on  oath  made  this  declaration.  That  he  en¬ 
listed  in  Revolutionary  Army  from  Hampshire  County,  W.  Va.,  where  he  resided  at 
the  time,  in  the  Spring  of  the  year  1780.  He  served  under  Captains  Stock  and  Lee, 
in  Colonel  Mitchell’s  Regiment  of  Regular  Troops.  He  was  employed  the  whole  time 
boating  provisions  from  the  mouth  of  the  Conegochea  to  Old  Town  in  Md.,  for  the 
Western  Army.  At  the  expiration  of  his  tour  of  six  months  he  was  discharged,  but  he 
has  lost  his  discharge.  And  that  from  information  from  his  parents  he  was  born  in 
Hampshire  County,  W.  Va.,  in  1757.  In  1799  he  moved  to  Ross  County,  Ohio,  where 
he  afterwards  resided.  Mr.  John  Hicks  and  Mr.  William  Keane,  both  clergyman  and 
residing  in  Twin  Township  certify  that  they  are  well  acquainted  with  Abijah  Flora 
and  believe  him  to  be  seventy-five  years  of  age,  and  from  long  acquaintance  with 
him,  know  him  to  be  a  man  of  the  strictest  truth.  He  and  his  wife,  Margaret,  were 
married  in  1775.  She  died  March  22,  1838,  and  he  died  May  10,  1840. 

They  had  the  following  sons — Thomas,  Robert,  and  John.  All  resided  in  Ross 
County.

No  records  have  been  kept  of  his  grandfather,  Absalom  Flora,  who  lived 
on  his  farm,  and  died  near  the  present  town  of  Paw  Paw.  His  wife’s  maiden  name 
unknown,  her  given  name  Barbara.

North  Carolina — Lazarus  Flora  Pension  Record  and  Will  November  25,  1845 

Winefred  Flora,  resident  of  Edgecombe  County,  N.  C.,  aged  74  years,  declares 
she  is  the  widow  of  Lazarus  Flora,  who  was  a  private  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  She 
often  heard  him  speak  of  the  battles  he  was  in,  but  does  not  remember  their  names. 
They  were  married  in  October,  1784.  He  died  in  the  Spring  of  1799.  They  were 
married  in  her  father’s  home  by  justice  of  the  peace,  one  Jesse  Simmons  by  name. 
Burrel  Baine  affirms  that  Lazarus  Flora  lived  adjoining  to  his  father  s  farm  in  the 
years  1791  and  1792.  He  also  says  that  he  was  married  and  had  several  children. 
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The  wife,  Winefred  Flora,  states  that  they  left  the  land  that  they  received  for  his 
service  in  the  Revolutionary  War  to  their  son,  Jesse  Flora,  which  lands  were  in  Tenn.,. 
called  Cumberland.  Sometime  after  the  death  of  his  father  he  sold  this  land.  Lazarus 
Flora  was  a  soldier  of  Captain  Jarvis’  Company  10th  Regiment  North  Carolina  Con¬ 
tinental  Line.  There  is  a  Flora,  mayor  of  the  town  of  Elizabeth,  N.  C.,  who  is  very 
likely  a  descendant  of  this  family.  Traditionally,  it  is  said  that  this  family  attempted 
to  land  at  Philadelphia,  but,  because  of  the  very  strong  winds,  they  were  forced  to 
land  off  the  coast  of  N.  C. 

A  large  number  of  people  by  the  name  of  Flora  live  in  Newport  News,  Norfolk 
and  Richmond,  Va.,  as  well  as  in  eastern  N.  C.,  who  also  very  likely  descend  from 
this  family. 

Will  of  Lazarus  Flora  made  in  Edgecombe  County,  N.  C.,  in  May  Court  1799 — 
Will  approved  by  Thomas  Wiliford,  Edward  Hall — Clerk. 

In  the  name  of  God,  Amen,  I  Lazarus  Flora,  of  the  County  of  Edgecombe,  Stale 
of  North  Carolina,  being  sick  and  weak  in  body,  but  of  sound  mind  and  memory, 
thanks  be  to  God  for  the  same,  and  knowing  that  it  is  appointed  to  all  men  to  die,  do 
make  and  ordain  this  my  last  will  and  testament  and  dispose  of  my  Estate  in  the 
following  manner  and  form: — 

First,  I  do  give  to  my  loving  wife,  Winney  Flora,  one  mare  known  by  the  name 
Peggior,  and  two  cows  and  a  sow  and  pigs  and  one  linen  wheel  and  blocking  wheel 
to  use  forever. 

I  give  my  son,  Jesse  Flora,  all  my  right  of  lands  in  the  State  of  Cumberland  to 
him  and  his  heirs  forever. 

I  give  to  my  son,  William  Flora,  one  hundred  acres  of  land  lying  in  the  Corbin 
branch  adjoining  Benjamin  Hornbell  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever. 

Lastly,  1  give  to  my  loving  wife,  Winney  Flora,  during  her  natural  life  or  widow¬ 
hood  or  until  the  youngest  comes  to  the  age  of  21  years,  and  then  the  whole  of  my 
estate  that  I  have  lent  to  wife,  shall  be  equally  divided  between  my  five  youngest 
children,  to  wit — 

Richard — Ephraim — Benjamin — Mary  and  Enoch  Flora,  to  them  and  their 
heirs  forever. 

I  do  appoint  my  trusted  friend  executor  to  see  that  this,  my  last  will,  be  fulfilled 
and  done,  and  to  see  that  out  of  my  estate,  my  just  debts  are  paid.

Kansas  —  The  Abraham  Flora  Family 

(This  information  from  S.  D.  Flora,  Meteorologist,  Topeka,  Kansas.) 

1  a  Abraham  Flora  b.  February  7,  1814,  baptized  February  27,  1814,  emigrated  to 
America  from  the  Province  of  Berne,  Switzerland,  the  date  is 
unknown.  His  wife’s  given  name  was  Mary.  Good  reason  for 
thinking  that  she  may  have  been  of  French  descent.  She  spoke  French 
fluently.  They  came  to  Ohio  and  later  lived  in  Indiana.  She  was  a  very 
kind  and  generous  hearted  woman.  It  is  said  that  she  rode  horseback  from  her 
home  in  Indiana  to  Ohio  and  brought  back  a  baby  girl  of  one  of  her  friends  that 
had  passed  away.  His  naturalization  papers  are  recorded  in  Wooster,  Wayne 
County,  Ohio,  on  September  26,  1842.  He  never  seemed  to  take  life  too  serious- 
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ly  and  was  always  inclined  to  spring  a  joke  on  any  one  he  met.  They  are  buried  . 
in  Half  Acres  Cemetery,  not  far  from  their  old  home,  Paw  Paw  Township,  Wa¬ 
bash  County,  Ind.  They  had  five  sons — Alexander,  Leonard,  Edward,  John  H. 
and  Marshall.  All  these,  except  Edward,  who  was  killed  in  Civil  War,  had  chil¬ 
dren.  Devout  members  of  Brethren  Church. 

2  d  John  H.  Flora  b.  December  17,  1850  d.  September  27,  1932.  He  was  married 
and  had,  at  least,  one  child.  They  had  many  reverses  during  their  long  life. 

3  a  S.  D.  Flora.  Meteorologist.  Topeka,  Kans. 
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During  the  several  years,  in  which  I  have  been  much  disappointed  in  the  printing 
of  this  book,  I  have  continued  to  collect  data  and  will  add  this  with  some  suggestions 
for  the  future. 

I  will  continue  to  collect  data  of  families,  and  especially  of  some  where  the  in¬ 
formation  is  brief.  If  any  of  you  have  additional  information  or  corrections  to  make 
on  material  printed,  I  will  appreciate  these;  or  additional  information  of  any  family 
in  its  earlier  generations  or  any  information  of  any  family  to  bring  it  up  to  the  pres¬ 
ent  will  be  filed  to  be  used  by  a  future  historian. 

It  is  very  evident  in  a  review  of  this  family,  that,  by  far,  the  prevailing  denomi¬ 
nation  has  been  the  German  Baptist  Brethren,  includling  its  subdivisions.  The  poi- 
neer,  Jacob  Flora,  Sr.,  united  with  the  German  Baptist  Brethren  in  the  Conestoga 
congregation  in  Lancaster  County,  Pa.,  in  1748,  under  the  eldership  of  Elder  Michael 
Frantz.  The  best  information  to  date  would  indicate  that  there  have  been  no  less 
than  200  ministers  and  more  likely  250  or  more  who  descend  from  this  family;  at 
least  8  or  10  missionaries,  5  or  6  college  presidents,  a  number  of  doctors  and  lawyers 
and  taechers  and  prominent  educators  amounting  to  several  hundred.  May  this  be  a 
challenge  to  succeeding  generations  to  equal  or  exceed  this  very  splendid  record. 

One  of  the  very  best  ways  to  preserve  family  traditions,  is  to  have  family  reun¬ 
ions  periodically.  I  urge  continuance  of  reunions  in  families  that  have  had  reunions 
in  the  past,  and  to  other  families  to  have  reunions,  annually,  or  every  two  or  five 
years.  And  that  they  keep  records  of  each  reunion  that  may  be  used  for  future  refer¬ 
ence.  Something  very  helpful  to  our  generation  and  to  future  generations  may  be 
derived  from  knowing  something  of  the  traditions,  the  hardships,  and  the  accomplish¬ 
ments  of  our  ancestors.
